The Board issued 139 Licenses, granted 125 Per- 
mits, made 181 regular appointments and appointed 344 workers for four 
elections. Twenty-three Jurors were drawin for Jury Duty in the year 1960.

Senior High School Auditorium. 

A Special Town Meeting was called for February 18, 1960 to act on an 
Article submitted by the School Committee to see if the Town will vote to 
construct an addition to the Cole School. On September 8, 1960 another 
Special Town Meeting was held to act on Two Articles for the School Com- 
mittee, one for the Assessors, one for the Welfare Department and one for 
the Hospital Building Survey Committee. 


Traffic Rules and Orders 


During 1960 many petitions and requests were received to improve 
trafic conditions throughout the Town. The Selectmen personally observed 
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the conditions relating to traffic, hearings were held and amendments estab- 
lished which were approved by the State Department of Public Works, 
Traffic Division, on the following:

Go Slow Children Signs 


Go Slow Children signs were erected on Oak Street beyond the School 
in thickly settled places; Charles Street at Grove and halfway between 
Bacon and Grove Street; Willow Street; Westlake and Waring Road; Curve 
Street at Forest Avenue; Curve Street at High Street; Elmwood Avenue 
close to South Main Street. 

Go Slow Children was painted on Curve Street at South Main Street 
and Curve Street between Forest Avenue and High Street, also on all Streets 
in front of all the Schools in the Town. Cross walks were again painted to 
promote the safety of the children crossing the streets. White lines have 
been painted on the center of many streets where traffic is heavy. 


Parking Meter Fees 
Fees collected for Parking Meters for 1960 were $12,570.75.

Notes and Bonds 


During the year 1960 the Selectmen approved and signed notes for the 
borrowing of $1,500,000 and Bonds for $750,000. 


Perambulation of Town Bounds 


The Town Bounds which were perambulated in 1960 are as follows: 
Wellesley, November 5; Dover, December 3; Weston, December 13; Way- 
land, December 28; with the Selectmen from all towns or an Engineer being 
present. A Town Bound will be set at Winter Street as soon as the weather 
and ground conditions will permit.

A special meeting of the Board was held March 8, 1960 at 3:00 P.M. 
for the purpose of reorganizing after the Annual ‘Town Election. William F. 
Wells was elected Chairman with Francis G. McGee as Clerk and Richard 
S. Sanderson as the third member of the Board.

Thomas H. Mahoney, of Lincoln Street, Chr., Mr. Chester Hamilton of 13 
Bay State Road, Attorney Raymond E. King of 94 Union Street. Later in 
the year, Mr. George J. DiMatteo of 4 Peterson Road was appointed to 
replace Mr. Chester Hamilton who resigned upon moving out of town. 

The Board of Selectmen appointed the following members to the 
Advisory Committee for a study of the Group Insurance program under 
Chapter 32B, Mr. Harold Peterson of the Police Department, Mr. Fred 
Woods of the Fire Department, Mr. William A. Carey of the School Depart- 
ment, Mr. Roy E. Wyman of the Public Works Department and Mr. Rich- 
ard E. Gould of the Town Offices. ‘This Committee was most helpful to 
the Board in thoroughly investigating the various phases of Chapter 32B 
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and assisting the Board in analyzing the bids received and opened on 
August 30, 1960. On October 24, 1960, the Board voted to award this insur- 
ance program to Blue Cross and the Massachusetts Mutual Insurance Com- 
pany. 

A joint meeting of the School Department and the Selectmen was held 
on February 16, 1960, to fill the vacancy in the School Department caused 
by the resignation of Robert Anderson. Mr. D. Gregory Grogan was 
appointed to fill the vacancy caused by Mr. Anderson’s resignation. 


The Board appointed the following as members of the Conservation

The Association sup- 
ported this motion unanimously. The Selectmen attended the Annual Con- 
vention of the Massachusetts Selectmen’s Association at Northampton, Mas- 
sachusetts on October 13th, 14th and 15th. Selectman Sanderson took the 
floor to ask the Association to take legislative steps to curtail the authority 
of the Outdoor Advertising Authority with regard to billboards and signs 
on State Highways passing through municipalities where sign codes are in 
force. The Convention adopted this motion. 

A joint meeting of the Board of Health and the Selectmen was held on 
October 24, 1960 to fill the vacancy in the Health Department caused by 
the resignation of Mr. Stuart Peterson. Mr. John K. Carr, of 167 South 
Main Street was unanimously elected to fill the vacancy in the Health 
Department. 

On November 21, 1960 the Board voted to amend the taxi cab regula- 
tion to be effective December 1, 1960 by eliminating the use of taxi meters 
and return to a flat rate zone schedule of rates. 

The Board attended the opening ceremonies at the following new or 
expanded business establishments: Sherwood Plaza Shopping Center, W. T.

This has been another successful year for the Natick Police Department. 
According to the Crime Statistics, compiled by the Federal Bureau of In- 
vestigation, the national crime level has risen eleven percent. This is a uni- 
versal picture in city and country alike. Therefore the fact that crime in 
Natick has shown a decided decrease is a cause for much pride and gratifica- 
tion. Many factors contribute to this record; the most important of which is 
the training of Police personnel. During the past year four men attended 
the Police Training School at the State Police Academy; in the coming year, 
four more men will receive this same benefit, bringing a total of twenty-four 
professionally trained patrolmen on a force of thirty-four men. A refresher 
course in firearms was held for the entire department, and this annual 
training will be repeated in 1961. Our records department, invaluable in 
the solution and prevention of crime is second to none. Detective Joseph 
Connolly, recognized as President of the New England Police Photographers 
Association, heads the Photography and Crime Laboratory of the depart- 
ment. The record of this division in solving crime and recovery of stolen 
property speaks for itself. 
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Even in traffic control, the situation improved in 1960 and apparently 
we are headed in the right direction. No deaths on Route 9, formerly the 
outstanding hazard of Natick’s traffic picture, plus fewer personal injuries, 
give rise to this feeling of optimism. Apparently shopping centers, contrary 
to expectations have decreased the speed with which cars flow through 
Natick. Merchants in these centers pay extra for the services of patrolmen 
at the entrances and exits of these locations and the effect of these patrolmen, 
visible to Route 9 traffic, has been very beneficial. Downtown traffic situa- 
tions are still under study. 

The Juvenile problem of Natick has improved along with other condi- 
tions. Of the twenty-nine cases before the court, the majority involved were 
out-of-town youngsters. 

No requests for additional personnel or equipment will be made for the 
year to come. At present the department is operating smoothly and ef- 
ficiently with every person expending great effort for maximum security of 
the citizens of Natick. Much credit is due to our exceptional Auxiliary 
Police force, our conscientious Police women, our cooperative Board of 
Selectmen and town officials, without which we could not attain this record. 
To them and to the townspeople, who enjoy living in a clean town, we ex- 
press sincere gratitude and hopefully contemplate another year of equal 
satisfaction. 

The entire number of arrests for offenses committed in Natick for the 
year ending December 31, 1960, were 767. Of these, 656 were males, 111 
were females. There were 216 residents and 551 non-residents. There 
were 738 adults and 29 juveniles. In addition there were some 767 arrests 
made or summons served for out-of-town Police Departments. 

There were 29 Juveniles summoned before the Juvenile Session of the , 
Natick District Court during the year.

Traffic continues to be a problem in Natick. Angular parking on the 
Main Street contributed to the consistent rise of accidents in downtown 
Natick. 

It is believed that as “off street’ parking areas are enlarged and new 
areas added, angular parking should be eliminated. This is a strong recom- 
mendation of the National Safety Council as Natick is among the very 
few still using this type of parking, also curb parking would facilitate the 
flow of traffic and greatly curtail the accident rate. 

Accidents are on the increase on North Main Street, at the shopping 
area on the north side of Route 9. It is felt that the traffic pattern is confus- 
ing and poorly engineered. This area abuts state property, and the state 
highway engineers have been asked to study this situation. 

It is noted also, that the opening in the reservation just east of Speen 
and Worcester Streets have been the area of increased accidents, this is 
because of the inability of the intersection to store enough cars in the storage 
lane. It is believed that if the opening were closed and the storage lane 
lengthened, the rate of accidents would decrease. 

Conditions have improved somewhat at Oak and Worcester Streets 
from year to year. However, it is felt that there is room for further im- 
provement especially on the west-bound lane of Route 9 where we have 
many rear end collisions by vehicles failing to stop in time for the lights. It 
is recommended that the State place an overhead warning sign at the brow 
of the hill approaching the intersection from the east.

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There were 383 automobile accidents investigated during the year. 
This is 18 more than in 1959. Of these, 171 resulted in personal injuries, 
a decrease of 9 over the previous year. Included are 18 accidents in which 
pedestrians were struck by motor vehicles. 

During the year, 4 fatal accidents occurred resulting in four deaths. 
Three of the accidents involved three small children who were playing in 
the street in highly residential sections of town. One operator was fatally 
injured when he failed to make a turn on Eliot Street, turned over and 
struck a tree.

Fire Department

The number of calls received by the Fire Department continues to 
increase, both for fire and other life emergencies. During the past year the 
Department responded to fifty-two emergency resuscitator calls; many 
of these resulted in reviving or relieving the victims while some were not so 
successful. Through the use of the Doctors’ emergency call service their 
response was excellent in these life emergencies. During the year stress has 
been made on both mouth to mouth resuscitation and exterior heart massage. 
With the resuscitators at all the Fire Stations and having the men well 
trained, I believe we are giving the best service possible to the ‘Townspeople 
when calls are received promptly at Fire Department Headquarters. Ex- 
cellent results may follow. 

The fire loss has been exceptionally high this year due primarily to 
three major fires. One at the Furniture Mart on Worcester Street, because 
of the absence of sprinklers and lack of dividing fire walls the fire gained 
major proportion very rapidly. Not only did this fire cause heavy fire 
damage but there was one life lost. The second extensive loss was at the 
Castaloy Plant on West Central Street. Due to the character of the material 
involved it resulted in heavy fire damage; however, the fire was controlled 
and work at the plant was resumed without too great a delay. Some 
changes in the construction of the building will tend to lessen the possibility , 
of another major fire. The third, the Natick Country Club, also unsprin- 
klered and locked up for the night, permitted the building to be heavily 
involved before discovery and an alarm transmitted. ‘These three fires 
represent 77% of the total fire loss of the year. 

The Department is requesting the replacement of a piece of apparatus 
this year. In view of the expansion of the West Natick area in buildings of 
no more than two stories, I am recommending that a Ladder-Pump com- 
bination be purchased. This cuts down the need of another company of 
men which an Aerial Ladder Truck would demand. It is believed that with 
this apparatus and the men which are requested this year it should satisfy 
the needs of the Department for the next two years unless some unforeseen 
development alters the entire picture. 

The South Natick Station will demand some expansion in 1962. ‘The 
quarters for the men at this Station are very limited and with some altera- 
tions and expansion, quarters will be more adequate and avai'able when the 
demand presents itself for additional personnel. 

During the year the new auxiliary power supply was installed at Fire 
Alarm Headquarters. This not only makes the system more reliable, by re- 
placing the old batteries, but increases the power, thereby permitting 
further expansion of the system without increasing our present head- 
quarters equipment. 

Telephone Alarm Stations are now located the length of Routes +9 
and £135 and part of Route #27. During the coming year Telephone 
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Alarm Stations will be installed on Union Street to South Natick. Further 
expansion with this type alarm will be made on Route #16 and the balance 
of Route #27. 


The Fire Prevention Program has been increased during the year, 
giving more talks and showing film at the schools, and closer inspection of 
Rest and Nursing Homes which throughout the country have caused heavy 
loss of life from fire. Oil burning equipment of all types is inspected at 
the time of installation with the exclusion, so far as possible, of all space 
heaters. This work has necessitated the assigning of another Firefighter to 
this program. 

With the acquisition of Under Water Breathing Apparatus by vote of 
the Annual Town Meeting of 1960 the Department has trained a number 
of its men. These men will act as instructors and most of the men that 
are physically qualified will be instructed in this type of rescue and recovery 
work. Some men, due to ear conditions or respiratory conditions, will 
not be trained. Rescue work of a modern Fire Department now demands 
the training and the equipping of men for this type of emergency. 

During the Christmas season the Fire Department sprayed, with fire 
retardant, over one thousand trees. This project we feel is very worth 
while and does eliminate a great fire hazard in the home during this season. 


In conclusion, I wish to extend my thanks and appreciation for the 
excellent cooperation given to this Department by the Honorable Board of 
Selectmen and all other Town Departments. I also wish to thank the 
Townspeople and the merchants for their cooperation in our effort to reduce 
the fire hazards and making Natick a better town to live and work in.

Department of Public Works 


This is the fortieth Annual Report of the Public Works Department. 


Mr. Edward J. Odell was elected for a one year term as a Commissioner 
to fill a vacancy. He joined with Commissioners Thomas L. Huddy and 
James Robertson in conducting the business of the Department. 

Two additional employees were added to the Department. One each 
in the Water and Sewer Division. 

The following is the report of work completed by the various Divisions 
of the Department during 1960: 
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Highway Division:

Street construction for acceptance was a major project for the year with 
the following streets being completed.

Betterments were charged for the above listed streets with the abuttors 
paying 100% of the costs. 


The improvement on Farwell Street was started the latter part of this 
year and will be completed next year. Drains will be installed and a Type I 
surface will be laid in the traveled way. No sidewalks are to be built at the 
present time. The Town’s share of Chapter 718 money was used to finance 
this project with no cost to the abuttors. 


The northerly end of Speen Street was completed to the Framingham 
Town Line under Chapter 90 Construction and was the final section com- 
pleting the island divided highway from Route 9 to the Town Line. The 
remainder of this narrow stretch of roadway belongs to Framingham and 
will possibly be completed by them in 1961. 

A section of South Main Street was Hot Topped under Chapter 90 
Maintenance with Town, County and State sharing the costs of Construction. 
This resurfacing will be continued in 1961. 

Sidewalks and/or curbings were constructed throughout the town, 
requested by petition, with the abuttors paying 50% of the cost. They were 
as follows:

Forestry Depa ritment 


TOWN FOREST 


The town forest of East Natick has been willed to the town of Natick 
for the recreation and education of the townspeople. The Natick natural 
science park has, in the past few years, been supplying some of the educa- 
tional materials which it is possible to derive from the area. The study 
areas have all been marked with concrete posts. A guide manual has been 
printed and is distributed from the Lilja School and the Natick Esso Station. 
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Trained student guides are available to show groups through the park. An 
astronomical observatory is in operation. Groups may use the observatory 
by arrangement. 

The main effort in the park this past year has been to create materials 
for the schools. There is much work done to make the materials available 
to schools for study. Many people have cooperated to build and maintain 
the park. Funds have been allocated from the town and public donations 
have helped in construction. Plans for the future call for continuation of 
present activities and expanded use of the forest for recreational and educa- 
tional programs. A considerable amount of trimming and pruning has been 
done in this area. The people of Natick are invited to make use of the 
possibilities of this area.

TREE AND MOTH DEPARTMENT 


The Tree and Moth Department reports the removal and disposal of 
over 150 confirmed Dutch Elm diseased trees during 1960. This continues 
to be the biggest problem of the department. Our best weapons against this 
disease continues to ke spraying, sanitation, removal and disposal of the 
diseased trees — proper trimming, a dormant spray was applied in late march 
and early April this year in an effort to curtail the Elm Bark Beetle, which 
is the carrier of Dutch Elm Disease. 


During May and June a leaf spray was applied to our elms for the 
Elm Leaf Beetles. Natick continues to remain above average in the elm 
tree problem, which has effected every city and town in the state. Once 
again a program of extensive trimming was carried out in numerous sections 
of the town. A survey was made to determine which areas in town were in 
real need of shade trees and a planting by street program was initiated. 
Looking toward the future over 200 seedlings were planted marking the 
commencement of a town nursery. A tree census of town elm trees was 
taken in cooperation with the Dutch Elm Disease Study Committee with 
approximately 1600 town elms of various sizes listed. Application of a spray 
to our birch trees for Birch Leaf Miner was carried out with considerable 
success. The Oak Leaf Miner the past year was not as severe as in 1959. 


The hurricane in August added considerably to our crowded schedule, 
but in a well coordinated movement by the Tree Dept., Public Works, Park 
and other departments we were able to handle the situation with complete 
success in a relatively short period of time. 


The department reports the addition of a mobile tree stump remover 
during the year. 
The Gypsy Moth condition remains excellent.

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DUTCH ELM DISEASE STUDY COMMITTEE 
(Appointed under Article 57 of the Annual Town Meeting 1960) 


The only known effective control of Dutch Elm Disease is by sanitation, 
removal and destruction of infected trees to prevent the spread of the disease 
to nearby trees. There are in excess of 1600 elm trees on town property of 
which approximately 150 infected trees will be removed this year. Most 
of the remaining trees are near elm trees standing on private property which 
may be sources of Dutch Elm Disease. The Mass. General Laws recognize 
this problem and provide authority and procedures for the removal of such 
trees and the assessment of the cost of such removal. There are two alterna- 
tives facing the town — ignore diseased trees on private property and 
remove diseased trees on town property until all town-owned elm trees 
have been removed; or, undertake a program for the detection and removal 
of diseased elm trees from private property in order to prolong the life of 
town-owned trees. The former course seems attractive at first, replacing the 
lost elms with other species. However, since other species may become subject 
to a fate similar to the elms, we feel that the best course for the town is to 
take reasonable steps to preserve the trees that we now have. 


We have reviewed the practices of other towns which have undertaken 
programs of this sort. We feel that the most equitable arrangement requires 
some apportionment of removal costs between the property owner and the 
town even though the general laws permit assessing the entire cost to the 
owner. We have entered an article in the warrant for the annual town 
meeting of 1961 and have recommended that a sum of money be appropri- 
ated to initiate this work under chapter 132 of the Mass. General Laws 
except that where a property owner requests that the town remove a con- 
firmed Dutch Elm Disease tree, agrees to pay 25% of the cost of such re- 
moval and to release the town from all claims in connection therewith, no 
further charge will be made.

School Committee 


In May 1960 the School Committee Rules and Regulations were re- 
written and revised. This is the first complete revision since 1951. 


The renovation and addition of the Coolidge Junior High School have 
modernized this school plant and now provide greater flexibility in the 
academic program. An adequate administrative office, a library, an efficient 
cafeteria, five classrooms, including fully equipped science laboratories and 
a girls’ gymnasium, have brought this junior high school up to modern 
standards. In addition, the eight rooms and library at Cole School now 
provide much-needed elementary classroom space in the western area of our 
town. 

The Committee has given considerable thought to the classroom re- 
quirements in our steadily-growing community. Building committees ap- 


36 


pointed by the Town Moderator are already at work on additions to the 
Bennett-Hemenway and East Natick Schools for occupancy at the earliest 
possible date. Looking to the future in South Natick, serious consideration 
is being given to acquiring land in that area by 1962 for a new elementary 
school. The two junior high schools are now filled to capacity. Pupil spaces 
in the 7th, 8th, and 9th grades become our most pressing need. Therefore, 
it will be recommended at the Annual Town Meeting that land be acquired 
in the west section of the town as a site for a third junior high school. 

A two-week Summer Workshop was approved by the Committee for 
the purpose of studying curricula offerings in English and Mathematics. 
From this workshop came preliminary drafts of a “Guide for Teaching 
Language-Arts, Grades K-12,” and an “Overview of the Mathematics 
Curricula, Grades K-12.’ All faculty members are now carefully reviewing 
these guides with the purpose in mind of developing the final curricula for 
use beginning in September 1961. 

The School Committee recognizes and approves the work of the ad- 
ministrative staff which is striving constantly to improve the quality of 
education and the encouragement of high standards within the school 
system. Although no revision of the salary schedule was made for 1961- 
1962, the present School Committee adopted a new scale to become effective 
for the 1962-1963 school year. There is little doubt that a realistic pay plan 
is necessary to obtain the best qualified teachers so that the Natick Schools 
will always continue their fine educational program.

Superintendent of Schools 


It is our purpose to emphasize quality education in order to challenge 
the intellectual skills of every student. Thus, the four major educational 
areas continually receiving specific study and attention are curriculum and 
content of courses, quality and effectiveness of teaching, recognition and 
encouragement of students, and development of intellectual leadership. 


CURRICULUM AND CONTENT COURSES 


Two system-wide committees were appointed in the fall of 1959 to 
examine critically our courses of study in the Language Arts and in mathe- 
matics. Commendation is in order for their excellent performance in re- 
searching and organizing the materials for the proposed guides and in 
writing the preliminary drafts. Their objectives were as follows: to compare 
our courses of study with those of other outstanding systems in the United 
States; to assure that our curriculum guides do challenge the intellectual 
capacity of all our pupils; and to revise the content of these guides wherever 
necessary to the end that articulation be vertically organized from grades 
K-12. Through the media of “grass roots’ meetings at various grade levels 
during 1959-1960 and a summer workshop, the committee laid the ground- 
work for accomplishing the above objectives. Educational consultants from 
neighboring colleges and publishing houses provided professional assistance. 
Embellishments and refinements in the drafts are now in progress during the 
current school year. They will be ready for the official approval of the 
School Committee next June and for use by the teachers in September 1961. 
It is planned to begin next fall, along the same lines, an evaluation of our ' 
curriculum in social studies and in science. 

Reading instruction is concerned with preparing pupils for formal 
reading, developing vocabulary, providing basic study skills and creating 
appreciation and interest in good literature. Emphasis is given to creating 
meaningful understanding and interpretation. Most noteworthy is the stress 
placed on the teaching of phonics and the necessary development of the 
student’s word power. 

It is fitting to note that the San Francisco Board of Education sent 
emissaries last spring to observe our developmental and remedial reading 
program in actual operation. Their published report has created interest 
throughout California, so much so, that the City of Los Angeles has recently 
requested additional details of the Natick reading program. 

It is notable that the secondary school pattern of teaching, of learning, 
and of content is undergoing great changes. During the past three years the 
curriculums of the Natick secondary schools have reflected some of these 
changes in modern foreign languages; more stress on a continuing improve- 
ment of expression in written composition; increased emphasis in the social 
studies area on the study of Latin America, the Far and Middle East, and 
Africa. 

QUALITY AND EFFECTIVENESS OF TEACHING 


A committee of teachers received national recognition for an instructive 
pamphlet entitled “Idearama”. This publication is a collection of effective 
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ideas and suggestions submitted by many of our elementary school teachers. 
It is especially helpful to newer staff members, who are thus enabled to share 
in previously-tested practices and techniques of teaching. The faculty has 
been urged to pioneer with new ideas resulting in a number of teachers 
contributing articles to state and national professional publications. 

An extensive, in-service training program has made it possible for 
teachers to study the most recent educational practices. This program in- 
cludes graduate courses, workshops, committee studies, and the previously 
cited special summer project in the field of English and mathematics. Of 
special significance was an interesting and profitable workshop for substitute 
teachers. 

Throughout the elementary grades, arithmetic is taught in meaningful 
and thought-provoking situations to meet present needs and to prepare for 
future mathematical requirements in daily living and in further education. 
Emphasis in teaching is upon the development of meaning, accuracy, and 
speed in both oral and written computations. Experimental work employing 
the Cuisenaire Rod System is a typical example of a modern approach for 
teaching arithmetic. Complete sets of these colored rods have been supplied 
to each of our elementary schools for controlled use as instructional aids and 
for further study by the teachers. 

Two observations furnish implications for future planning. First among 
these will be an increase on our part of attention to articulation which will 
be required among our schools when subjects, formerly associated solely 
with the high school, will in the future be introduced at lower grade levels 
for the more able students. Articulation will need to be very closely coordi- 
nated as elementary, junior high, and senior high teachers work together 
in developing programs for the entire Natick School System. In order that 
teachers at each grade level and in each school be kept informed about the 
programs in other grades and schools about the content of courses and 
methods of instruction, it will be necessary to provide time for these purposes. 
Whether this should take the form of “released time”, or whether it should 
be accomplished through a series of workshops at periodic intervals through- 
out the school year, will require further exploration. At any rate, a need for 
greater articulation exists, and we should plan accordingly. 

The second observation concerns the growing, though not yet extensive, 
use of “teaching” machines in the educational field. Actually the machine 
is a self-instructional device operated by the student himself and, when 
properly used, has proven very valuable in its early experimental stages. As 
a tool of learning in arithmetic, in spelling, in the foreign languages, and in 
the social studies, the value of the machine is supported by the evidence of 
recent research. ‘They do not, of course, replace a teacher, but rather, they 
complement the instructional responsibility and performance of the class- 
room teacher. 

Contributing to the effectiveness of teaching are the number and type 
of spaces provided for instruction. In the past year eight classrooms and a 
library were added to the Cole School. Committees were appointed at the 
Special Town Meeting of 1960 to prepare plans and specifications for 
additions to the East Natick and Bennett-Hemenway Schools. It would 
appear that with these two projects the building needs at the elementary 
level may be adequate for eight to ten years. 
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The addition to and renovation of the Coolidge Junior High School 
have temporarily relieved the housing situation at the secondary level. This 
building now has an adequate administrative office, a library, cafeteria, and 
five additional rooms. The critical space requirements in the immediate 
future will be at the junior high level. 


RECOGNITION AND ENCOURAGEMENT OF STUDENTS 


Of annual interest in this report is the data presented as a result of 
the follow-up study of the graduating class. Figures in this report tend to 
substantiate the distinct trend of an even larger portion of those of college 
age to seek education beyond high school. 58.7% of the Class of 1960 went 
on to schools of higher education as compared to 51.1% for the Class of 1959.

Because the junior high school system is committed to the solidification 
of basic skills and to exploration, the Special Class pupils at the secondary 
level have been provided with an opportunity to develop themselves within 
limits and to derive the benefits of a planned program geared to their in- 
terests and capacities. ‘This group has been retained in a self-contained class- 
room for instruction in the basic skills and some have been integrated into 
the exploratory and curricular activities of the regular program, such as 
industrial arts, physical education, homemaking, and mathematics classes. 
In these areas they have functioned very well, even though they are not as 
adept as the regularly enrolled students. ‘They are thus able to participate 
in specific learning activities, and from this experience they are helped to 
explore and to measure their own individual interests and abilities. The 
evaluation of this project since its inception at the junior high level in 
September 1959 has been subjective, but our impression is that these edu- 
cable, mentally-retarded pupils have indeed gained a great deal. Although 
they may never complete a standard course of study, we must recognize 
that one day they will enter society and will take their places in some type of 
gainful employment. In this regard, we feel that they are receiving an educa- 
tion that will make them self-sufficient citizens of Natick. 


The school system maintains a Psychological Clinic staffed by an experi- 
enced, part-time psychologist. This department also assists in the pupil 
assignment of our five special classes. More recently we have added the 
services of a part-time speech consultant, who is also a recognized authority 
in the field of audiology. He is assisted by a full-time teacher of corrective 
speech who conducts daily classes in our schools for children with speech or 
hearing difficulties. 


The schools continue to share in the educational advantages of tele- 
vision as presented over the facilities of Channel 2. Sixteen classrooms are 
participating in the conversational French study entitled “Parlons Francais.” 
Other classes are viewing special programs in the subject areas of art, 
literature, science, and current events. 


With financial assistance furnished under the provisions of the National 
Defense Education Act, portable science laboratories have been placed in 
each of our elementary schools. A committee of teachers is presently writing 
a manual of experiments which will be used in the teaching of science to 
children at the various grade levels. The science program has been enriched 
through the effective use of this modern instructional equipment. 
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DEVELOPMENT OF INTELLECTUAL LEADERSHIP 


In the elementary schools the teaching of gifted children is accomplished 
through the medium of an enrichment program. In each self-contained 
classroom the top group of approximately 20% of the students is provided 
with additional challenge through advanced work, educational aids, and 
special instruction. 


The children are selected by teacher observation and through the re- 
sults of verbal I.Q. scores. A special advanced curriculum is included for 
the regular classroom teachers. It is necessary in this program to maintain 
a small class load. ‘The statistical median is presently 26 pupils per 
classroom unit. Educational aids include special portable science labora- 
tories, Cuisenaire arithmetic materials, and additional selected books at 
advanced grade levels. In the near future it is hoped to accelerate this en- 
richment program by means of further curriculum revision, additional edu- 
cational materials, and extra supervision. 


At the junior high school level our plan is a system of ability groupings: 
it is not acceleration, although future plans call for “down-grading” some 
subjects such as Algebra I, foreign languages, and biology. ‘The same 
general course outline is followed at all levels of ability within a given class; 
however, texts of higher reading level are used, discussion is in depth, and 
the requirements of assignments and class participation take the students 
of the upper ability group into the periphery of the subject matter in 
addition to the essentials. 


On the basis of the sixth-grade teachers’ recommendations, coupled 
with intelligence test scores and actual achievement as evidenced by grades, | 
the incoming seventh graders are initially placed in one of four ability 
groups. Their achievement, or lack of it, will warrant recommendations 
for further regrouping generally to be accomplished during the first or 
second marking period of the school year. The eighth grade is grouped in 
the same manner as was described for the seventh grade. Attention is 
called to the fact that in both grades it is possible for a youngster to be in a 
different group in English and social studies than the one he is in in 
mathematics and science. The Developmental Reading classes and other 
subjects (art, music, etc.) coincide with the English and social studies 
grouping wherever scheduling permits. 


In the ninth grade we have “Honors” sections in each of four major 
subjects: English, World History, Algebra I, and General Science. Students 
are recommended for these sections by their previous year’s teachers. Others 
may be recommended during the year for advancement to the “Honors” 
sections. 

In the high school grades, provision for the academically talented is 
confined for the present to areas of science, English, social studies, and 
mathematics. Selection of pupils for “Honors” classes is made through the 
combined recommendations of the subject department head and the 
Guidance Department using the following criteria: 


1. Pertinent test data relating to native ability and aptitude 
2. Prior class achievement 
3. Motivation 
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4. Interest 

5. Social maturity 

Progress of the student is followed very carefully to be sure that he 
is meeting the necessary standards and is actually profiting from the experi- 
ence. Most of the academically talented are involved in one or two areas 
of “Honors” classes and a few (very talented) in three and possibly four 
classes. 

The Science Department of Natick High School, in cooperation with 
the U. S. Army Quartermaster Research and Engineering Command located 
in Natick, has established a Science Seminar Program for selected outstand- 
ing students at the school. The purpose of the program is to offer guidance 
for work in science beyond that included in the regular high school program. 


Each year up to six science students, who have been selected on the 
basis of their interest and scholarship in science, are assigned to a scientist 
at the Quartermaster Research and Engineering Command. He, with the 
student, works out a program of reading and investigation on a topic of 
interest to the student. 


During the summer vacation period the student is expected to do back- 
ground reference reading on his topic as suggested by his science advisor. 
He is shown how to use the Technical Library at the Command and has 
access to the library and the loan of books. After high school opens in the 
fall the student will meet with his advisor to begin more active work on 
his topic of investigation. 


Periodically during the fall and winter, the students, their advisors, 
and the Seminar Director of the Quartermaster Research and Engineering 
Command meet to discuss common problems and to report on progress 
of their projects. he final seminar is held in February, at which time the 
students present the results of their investigations before an invited group 
including their teachers, advisors, and others. 


It has been a distinct pleasure to work for a School Committee that 
has maintained a close observation of every phase of the school program in 
order that the department be one of the best in the Commonwealth. What- 
ever success our educational program has achieved 1s the direct result of the 
dedicated teachers, able administrators, and cooperative members of the 
non-professional staff. The assistance of the school building committees, the 
various town departments and officers, and the P.T.A.’s has been a source 
of extreme gratification.

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The Morse Institute circulated in 1960 a total of 267,464 books, from 
the Adult and Children’s Departments and the two Bookmobiles. ‘This repre- 
sented an average of approximately 9.3 books per capita, which is an 
excellent average according to national library standards. 

In all departments, about 16,000 borrowers have been registered in the 
last five years. The process of reregistration was started in August and 
about 4800 cards have been issued. This is a necessary procedure every 
few years in order to keep the files up to date. 

Many challenging and interesting reference questions were answered 
during the year, covering a wide variety of subjects from chromatography 
to refinishing furniture, the best buys in refrigerators and washing ma- 
chines to philosophies of education, foreign policy and all kinds of science 
experiments. In order to find material for all these questions an up to date 
reference collection is necessary. Therefore a fairly large portion of the 
book budget must be spent on new reference books, which are usually 
quite expensive. 

2640 books were classified, catalogued, and processed for circulation 
in 1960, 971 discarded, making a toal of about 81,000 volumes in the 
the Library. 99 magazines were received by subscription and 29 by gift. 
The Library also subscribed to the Moody Services and the Kiplinger 
Washington Letter, which were used by the businessmen. 

The money for the purchase of books comes from the income from 
Trust Funds and from the fine money. As books are becoming more and 
more expensive and as the demand for them becomes greater, the income 
from these sources is not sufficient if the Library is to continue to main- 
tain an adequate book collection for the rapidly changing conditions of 
the times. For 1961 the Trustees are requesting from the town an appro- 
priation for books and records to supplement the present income. Natick 
has previously been one of the few towns in the State that has not received 
a town appropriation for the purchase of its books. Many volumes need 
to be replaced with more recent editions. The record collection needs to 
be almost completely replaced. In the last few years there has not been 
sufficient income to do this. 

The process of renovating the building was completed in December 
with the improvements that were made in the basement area: painting 
the walls and book stacks, providing new lighting facilities, purchasing 
new furniture and installing vinyl tile flooring in one corner for a study 
area. ‘This will provide a little more seating space for the serious student. 
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The “Natick Observer,” the “Natick Times,” and the “Natick Bulle- 
tin” have all been microfilmed and may be viewed on the microfilm reader. 
These are available for anyone who wishes to use them and are a valuable 
source of historical material on Natick. 

On the recommendation of the Economic Development Associates, 
Inc., who are making a study of Long Range Planning for the town of 
Natick, the Library had an appropriation for a Survey as to its future 
needs. One survey was made in the fall by the Massachusetts Division 
of Library Extension. Their report stated that there was a definite need 
for the expansion of the present library facilities. The book collection 
should be made more accessible to the public. There should be much 
more seating space for adults and children, a separate area for young 
people, a music room, a meeting room for adult and juvenile programs, 
larger work areas for the staff, adequate parking space, a loading plat- 
form for the Bookmobiles, and public toilets. The next step is to have 
specifications drawn up by an architect or building engineer. It is hoped 
that next year such plans can be carried out. Then the acquisition of some 
of the property adjoining the Library should be considered. All this is 
necessary if the Library is to adequately meet the future needs of the 
community and to keep pace with expansion programs in neighboring 
communities. 

National Library Week was celebrated the first week in April. Posters 
were displayed in several of the stores and banks on the Main Street and 
a small collection of old books was exhibited at the Natick Federal Sav- 
ings and Loan Association. On Saturday, April 9, a tea was held at the 
Library for Nell Giles Ahern, noted Natick author, in honor of the publi- 
cation of her new book, “Teenage Living.” The Natick Garden Club 
provided several lovely floral arrangements and a special display on forc- 
ing bulbs. 

During the year the Garden Club members have held exhibits of 
beautiful African violets, irises, and dried arrangements. At Christmas 
time the club provided beautiful wreaths, greens and decorated candles 
which gave a festive air to the building. The Library is very grateful for 
all these lovely decorations which were greatly appreciated not only by 
the staff but by the public. 


Two “Great Books” discussion groups were held at the Library again 
this year on alternating Wednesday evenings. A second first-year group 
was started in the fall under the leadership of Mr. Leighton, from the 
Great Books Foundation in Boston. The other group started its fourth 
year in October under the capable leadership of Mrs. Aaron Kaufman. 
This latter group has been very loyal with most of the original members 
still attending. 


‘There were two changes on the staff in 1960. Mrs. Katherine Barnes, 
the Librarian in charge of the School Bookmobile resigned in August to 
go to Baltimore, Maryland. This vacancy has not been filled. Mrs. Eleanor 
Thomas, who had worked part time for two years, was appointed in 
August to fill the vacancy on the other Bookmobile. This was a new posi- 
tion which had previously not been filled. The Library was very sorry to 
accept the resignation of Miss Mary McGrath who had served so faith- 
fully and devotedly on a part time basis for twenty-five years.

The Children’s Librarians were kept busy with reference work, help- 
ing the school children with their assignments and assisting parents and 
teachers with their selection of books. The Children’s Department con- 
tinued to give service to the Center School through regularly scheduled 
class visits to the Library. Thus these children had an opportunity to 
become acquainted with the Library and start good reading habits. Spe- 
cial trips were made to the Children’s Room by two kindergartens from 
the Brown School, and a kindergarten and first grade from the Lincoln 
School. Instruction in the use of the Library was given to two Girl Scout 
troops and one Brownie troop, all of whom were working for a Reading 
Badge. An attractive display was arranged in the exhibit case each month 
and was a source of great pleasure to the children. 


The School Bookmobile continued to be popular and served the 
Bennett-Hemenway, Brown, Cole, Lilja, West and Murphy Schools with 
a full program. In the fall the service had to be postponed to November 1, 
until a replacement for Mrs. Barnes could be found. As this was not pos- 
sible, the vacancy has had to be filled on a part time basis. This Book- 
mobile is now ten years old, but still continues to give good service. 


The Adult Bookmobile was forced to curtail its services for about 
three weeks in January while the generator was being overhauled and 
repaired. ‘This type of service still proved to be well patronized and to be 
the most economical way of giving library service to those on the outer 
edges of the town. 


A book deposit box was installed near the entrance to the Children’s 
Library for the convenience of those borrowers who wish to return books 
at times when the Library is closed. 


The Library has been the recipient of the gift of many books and 
magazines and is very grateful for them. The “Natick Bulletin,’ the 
“Natick Herald,” and the “Suburban Free Press” have been very generous 
in the gifts of their respective papers and in printing the library news. 


Mrs. Alice Woods Moore presented the Library with a collection of 
excellent 35-mm. slides. ‘These photographs were taken by her brother-in- 
law, Mr. Maynard Williams, on several of his trips in the Mediterranean 
area. These are available to borrowers or organizations. 


The Librarian wishes to express her appreciation to the Staff and to 
the Trustees for their loyalty, cooperation, and understanding during 
1960, which has been another year of progress and service for the Morse 
Institute. It is hoped that 1961 will be a year of even greater service.

The Trustees are pleased to report the completion during the past 
year of improvements in renovation and modernization which were initiated 
four years ago. During this four-year span, we feel that many forward 
steps have been taken to the end that the efficiency of operations has been 
greatly enhanced. Improvements had been made previously in the Children’s 
Library on the upper floor and in the Adult Library on the Main floor. 
In the year 1960 a research and study area has been created in the lower 
basement partially eliminating the over-crowded conditions which existed 
in the currently used reference and study area. In addition, in the base- 
ment the stackroom shelving and walls have been attractively painted, the 
concrete floor has been tiled, and the lighting facilities have been vastly 
improved. 


In spite of these improvements and in spite of the past expansion of 
services to the townspeople, the Trustees find it necessary to provide still 
further for additional stackroom facilities and reading and reference rooms. 
All space within the present structure is now utilized to its maximum. In 
order to maintain our present high standards of excellence and in order to 
provide for the ever-increasing needs of the citizenry, we see no alternative 
at the moment but to plan for an annex to the Morse Institute in the near 
future. Studies in this area are now being made by State authorities, and 
the advice and counsel of other agencies will be sought prior to making 
specific recommendations to the ‘Town. 


For the reasons indicated above, we also find that we are unable any 
longer to provide from library funds all the monies needed for the purchase 
of books. Heretofore, the ‘Trustees have never asked the townspeople to 
furnish financial assistance from the tax levy for this purpose. The increased 
costs of books, however, coupled with the increased need for many more 
texts of a scientific and technological nature, require us now to place in our 
1961 budget the amount of $5700 to meet this requirement. 


We would be remiss in this report, if we did not express our deep ap- 
preciation for the cooperation given by the citizens of Natick to our past 
efforts. Special commendation, too, must be given to Miss Elizabeth H. 
Partridge, the librarian, and to her staff assistants for their untiring devotion 
and their loyal service. We recommend that her 1960 report of the activities 
of the Morse Institute be read with care.

There is no doubt in our minds but a certainty that Natick can 
have one of the most aggressive Park and Recreational facilities in this part 
of our state.

Recreation Commission 


The expansion of Memorial Beach by filling and extending the swim- 
ming area about one hundred and fifty feet toward Memorial Field will 
give Natick adequate bathing facilities for many years to come. The co- 
operation of the Public Works Department did much to make this change 
possible and we hereby express our deep appreciation to this fine depart- 
ment. The addition of two life guards will round out a fine and safe crew 
for the life saving and swimming programs. 

We find an increasing need for more tennis courts. There should 
eventually be courts in each of the several villages. For the present the 
installation of a lighting system at the High School tennis courts will make 
possible adult play for more hours. There will be an article in the Annual 
Town Warrant for this purpose. 

Cole School play facilities have been limited this past year due to the 
construction of an addition to the Cole School. Since this addition was 
constructed on the area formerly occupied by our apparatus this equipment 
had to be stored for last season. However, we expect all equipment will 
be in place at new locations this summer. 

The combining of the Park and Recreation Departments will make it 
possible to carry out the functions of the two former departments in a 
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more satisfactory manner. There will now be a maintenance crew available 
to carry out the plans when needed. The availability of a labor crew to 
install new equipment and repair old, to mark and repair playfields and 
courts will make it possible to more adequately carry out the functions of 
the department. 

A present need is more adequate office space. ‘Those who have waited 
in line for long periods of time to get swimming permits or for other 
reasons realize our crowded condition. We need more adequate office and 
storage space — a suitable meeting place for twenty or more people, avail- 
able at all times — for league meetings, recreation conferences, teen club 
meetings, etc. 

Our appreciation goes to the School Department for the assistance they 
have given us in carrying out our program. A more detailed account of 
our activities and accomplishments will be found in the report of the 
Director of our department, Frank Robinson.

Recreation not only prepares youngsters for participation in democra- 
cy, it also offers them a choice of constructive ways to use the freedom 
that democracy insures. 

Your Recreation Commission points with pride and appreciation to 
the 36 Teen Age volunteers who during 1960 assisted faithfully in special 
program areas, serving as counselors and Swimming Instructors. 

At Camp Arrowhead, Memorial Beach and at our Swimming Program 
for Physically Handicapped Children, these leaders of tomorrow have con- 
tributed a total of 2,637 hours. “Giving of oneself for others is the Highest 
Form of Recreation.” 


ACTIVITY HIGHLIGHTS 


Playgrounds 


The seven week Playground Program, which started on July 5th. and 
terminated on August 19th., was one of the most successful to date. 
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At our 14 playground locations the number of children served totaled 
2,275, for an increase of 226 children over the previous year. Attendance 
increased 6,116 in participation over ’59 for a total of 80,494 visitations, 
using the N.R.A. formula. 

A good quality of all around leadership and supervision on the play- 
grounds was the most important factor contributing to the high degree 
of effectiveness. The town wide playground tournament championships, 
carnival day, visits to Fenway Park, Carousel Theatre and family nights 
were popular special days. 

A most realistic Indian Festival concluded the season. ‘Tepees and 
tribes were encamped around Memorial Field, participating in John 
Eliot’s historical peace treaty with the Indians. The costumes, ceremony, 
dances and events typified an authentic Indian atmosphere. 


Memorial Beach 


Residents of Natick enjoyed another safe bathing and swimming 
season at Memorial Beach. Our efficient and alert lifeguards’ rescued 15 
persons from the water, plus many other minor rescues, which were not 
kept on the log. Approximately 37 persons were given first aid assistance 
for minor injuries, of which one person required immediate hospital at- 
tention. 

_ Attendance at Dug Pond fell short of last summer due mainly to 
weather conditions. Thirty-one days during the 98 day season were not 
conducive to swimming, and a particularly rainy and cold June discouraged 
bathing and the purchase of Beach Tags. A permanently disabled diving 
pier affected the attendance of teen agers. ‘This will be remedied next year 
with the expansion and improvement of Memorial Beach. 


Swimming Instruction 


A very successful instruction program was in operation at the beach 
for beginners, intermediates, swimmers, advanced swimmers, Junior and 
Senior Lifesaving and adult classes. 1,395 children registered for the two 
four week sessions. Five experienced volunteers assisted our instructors 
and contributed a great deal to the program. 329 children passed the 
required tests and were awarded Red Cross certificates and pins. 


Tennis 


A general upsurge in tennis interest and participation throughout 
the town prompted a banner season. The High School courts were con- 
tinuously in use from dawn until dusk throughout the summer. 

160 children registered and attended the classes. ‘Two tennis clinics, 
the all town tournament and a trip to the National Doubles Tournament 
at Longwood helped maintain enthusiasm at a high level. The forming 
of a competitive team also increased the interest of the teen agers. Two 
matches with Framingham produced a tie match and a triumph for Natick 
in the second. 

A practice board, additional courts throughout town and lights at 
the High School courts are sorely needed facilities receiving top priority 
in the Commission’s Capital Budget plans for ’61. 
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Neetega Club 
The Neetega Club (Teen Age spelled backwards) during its third 


year of operation concentrated on increasing its membership and _for- 
mulating a Constitution. These objectives were both gained as the club 
membership reached an all time high of 551, despite the loss of the 
Freshman Class, resulting from the change in the school system, A Con- 
stitution was also drawn up and accepted. This has given greater organ- 
ization and meaning to the club. 


17 regular committee meetings of the club were conducted, one 
every other week at the Recreation Office, and 11 Executive Board 
meetings were held at the call of the President. 


Activities totaled 20, with 16 of them being dances. The Ski Trip to 
New Hampshire was a special activity enjoyed by 33 Teen Agers. Total 
participation for the year was 3,008. 


This popular group, which is financially independent and self-sup- 
porting serves their own Recreational interests, but is also concerned with 
the needs of others. Neetega has come a long way. Neetega’s future lies 
in the strength of its officers, members and local support. 


Senior Citizens Club 


The Natick Senior Citizens Club in its fourth year of successful opera- 
tion is continuing to make rapid strides. Approximately 100 citizens, 60 
years and over, attend the regular meetings, which are held at Sherrill 
Hall on the Ist. and 3rd. Wednesday of each month. Active membership 
has increased to 220 despite the loss of 12 faithful members during the 
year. 

Movies, colored slides, Christmas Party, Whist tournament, Hobby 
Show, lectures, Community sings, trips to Ice Follies, Flower Show, Tops- 
field Fair, Cinerama, Ballgames, Salem Willows, Picnic and annual lunch- 
eon were some of the activity highlights during the year. A new Club 
project was the addressing of 6,000 envelopes for the Mass. Society for 


Crippled Children and Adults, Inc.

With some assistance from the Council for the Aging and The Recre- 
ation Department, this independent organization is recognized as one 
of the most active, efficient and admired clubs in the ‘Town of Natick. 


NEW PROGRAM FEATURES 
Children’s Theatre 


A children’s Theatre group for boys and girls in grades 4 to 6 was 
initiated by the Recreation Commission last February. The objectives of 
the program were threefold: 

1. to stimulate an interest in the theatre 

2. to introduce children to the stage, acting and other aspects of 

drama 

3.. to develop a complete dramatic production on a limited scale. 

These objectives were carried out magnificently as the children, who 
were accepted for the two sessions, received fine training. 

High interest in the program was evident, as over 120 children regis- 
tered from all sections of town. Unfortunately only the first 60 children 
could be accepted for the program, and the others were placed on the 
waiting list. 

An introduction to the theatre, tryouts for parts, a visit to Boston 
Children’s Theatre to see “Cinderella,” preparation and rehearsals pre- 
ceded the showing “Double Play.” This first production was witnessed 
by a large gathering of parents and friends on April 23rd. Expansion of 
this program is planned to meet present and future needs. 


Handicap Swimming Program 


Two sessions of the Handicap Swimming Program, one in the fall 
and the other in the spring, were started at the Babson Institute Pool in 
1960. Eighteen different orthopedically handicapped children showed 
rapid progress in the water as a result of the individual attention given by 
the instructors and volunteers. The Christmas Party and Fish Convention 
were both fitting conclusions to the two 10 week programs. 


Adult Tennis 

Adult Tennis was started on a small scale and should increase in the 
future. 
After School Programs 


The last of the After School Programs to be taken over by the Recre- 
ation Department were the Elementary Boys Flag Football and Elementary 
Girls Soccer. 

Both of these programs were well attended, and conducted in 
School and Park groups during September and October. 


EXPANDED PROGRAMS 


Outdoor Basketball League 
The Outdoor Basketball League for High School and College age 


boys increased in teams, sponsors, games and participation. Great strides 
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were made with the installation of a floodlighting system, which extended 
playing time and made it possible for more boys to play. Volunteer League 
Secretaries, Rudy Merten and Arthur Williamson were largely responsible 
for this project, with the help of civic minded citizens who donated skills, 
equipment and hours of time to get the job done. 

The Junior and Senior All Star games and league games were wit- 
nessed by a good local following on ‘Tuesday and Thursday nights at 
Coolidge Field. 


Camp Arrowhead 


One of the Commission’s most gratifying programs is Camp Arrow- 
head, our Day Camp for Physically Handicapped Children. In its second 
year of successful operation, the number of sessions, registrations and par- 
ticipation increased over the previous year. This appealing program is a 
story of community interest and assistance. 

Once again the excellent facilities of the Amputee Veterans Associa- 
tion was made available to us at no cost. This fine organization has a 
genuine interest in the handicapped children attending the program, and 
their assistance is greatly appreciated. The State of Massachusetts reim- 
burses the Town of Natick 50% of the total cost of the program. 

Fourteen individuals and organizations have supported this camp in 
various ways this year. A most important contribution was made by Mr. 
Joseph Sheridan and 19 Teen Age Volunteers, who donated over 1,650 
hours to this worthy project. 


After School Programs 


After School Elementary Boys Baseball and ‘Track and Girls Softball 
teams were increased in number to include the East Natick area of the 
Town. For our Spring and Fall outdoor activities their are now nine 
elementary school areas that field teams for children in grades 4, 5, and 6. 
The School teams are: Lincoln, Murphy, Bennett-Hemenway, Johnson, 
Brown, Eliot, St. Patrick’s, Lilja and East. Statistics for these activities are.

Junior Flag Football 


Junior Flag Football was expanded from 4 to 6 teams, with the ad- 
dition of South and East areas of Town. 166 Boys participated on Satur- 
day mornings in competitive league play and terminated with the All Star 
Game. 


YOUTH INDOOR 


These basic indoor programs speak for themselves for the most part, 
except for the Saturday morning Girls Recreation Program, which includes 
a variety of activities. These activities include games and athletics, drama, 
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bowling, roller skating, group singing, special events, etc. 

The Elementary Boys Basketball and Girls Recreation Programs en- 
joyed their most successful seasons to date, maintaining a large and steady 
attendance under superb leadership. 

The Badminton Instruction sessions were discontinued due to the 
unsuitable location and facility.. With courts scheduled to be lined at 
Coolidge, Badminton will shift to that location in ’61.

ADULT ACTIVITIES 


A variety of ten different hobbies and a total of 18 classes were ad- 
ministered by this Department under the direction of well qualified in- 
structors. The hobbies conducted were: Slim Trim, Landscape Painting, 
Dressmaking, Cake Decorating, Rug Braiding, Bridge, Ceramics, Flower 
Arranging, Slipcovers and Draperies and Copper ‘Tooling. 241 Adults 
registered and paid the required fee, which was remunerated to the in- 
structors in this self-supporting activity. 

Other indoor adult activities conducted on a self-supporting basis, 
and in which this Department assists only are: — Men’s Basketball League, 
Natick Badminton Club, Women’s A.A.U. Basketball and Men and 
Women’s Volleyball. 


SPECIAL EVENTS — SERVICE ACTIVITIES 


The High School Athletic Department and the Recreation Depart- 
ment co-sponsored the Springfield College Gymnastic Exhibition Team’s 
performance at the Natick High School on January 15th. Over 700 people 
were in attendance and all proceeds went to the High School Jacket Fund. 

The Massachusetts A.A.U. Girls Basketball Jamboree preceded by an 
instructive clinic was held at the High School Gym on December 19th. 

The Loan of Picnic game kits for local clubs, churches and other 
organizations continued to be an attractive service by the Department 
during the summer months. 

The cooperation with the Park Department in measuring and re- 
porting the condition of ice for skating is a time consuming, but important 
service. 
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The granting of permits for use of Park Department ballfields and 
picnic areas was also a necessary function, particularly with the increased 
demand for fields by more and more groups. 


PROGRAMS ON THE HORIZON 


At the present time plans call for an Elementary Girls ‘Track Meet 
to coincide with the boys track meet to be held in the Spring. Also during 
that season of the year a Boys’ Indoor Swimming Program is scheduled to 
be conducted at Babson Pool. 


A Golf clinic for children and adults and a Family Camping Institute 
are tentatively planned for the late spring. 


With the merging of the Park and Recreation Department in 1961, 
a more effective working operation for the people of Natick is inevitable. 


In CONCLUSION, it is evident that the greatest need, Recreation- 
wise, in our town is facilities. The expansion of Memorial Beach and the 
Park Department’s black top at Whitney are needed improvements, how- 
ever, there is still a great deal to be done. Additional areas for tennis and 
the lighting of the High School courts are required, if this popular activity 
for all age groups is to prosper. Larger and more expensive facilities, such 
as a Community Center, Artificial Ice Rink or Indoor Swimming Pool, and 
land taking for Park and Recreation purposes are necessary future projects 
and should not be divorced from our thinking. Sound and well laid plans 
today will insure the facilities needed for tomorrow. 


Increased Recreation for the people of our town was aided by the 
willing cooperation, support and assistance from various ‘Town Depart-, 
ments and many interested individuals and groups. To a small department 
like ours, which is dependent to a large degree on assistance from others, 
it is most reassuring to work in harmony and have such a fine cooperative 
spirit exist. A sincere vote of thanks and appreciation is hereby extended 
to all those who made this program possible.

Home visits made for releases for pupils and non-pupils totaled 1707. 


Three Triple vaccine clinics (Diphtheria, Whooping-Cough and 
Tetanus) were held for infants and children of pre-school age and a total 
of 162 completed the three shots. 


Four Polio immunization clinics for children of pre-school age were 
held, plus all who failed to attend the Round-up clinic making a total of 
743. 

Two Polio clinics were held in June and July for anyone not having re- 
ceived their three initial shots making a total of 993 shots. 

One case of non-paralytic poliomyelitis was reported. 

Double Antigen shots were given for grades 1 to 6 inclusive. A total 
of 1622 shots were given. 

Twenty Well Baby Clinics were held in 1960. There were 176 babies 
visiting these clinics. There were 39 premature live births reported during , 
the year. One was stillborn and 7 died after birth. Three applicants applied 
for aid and aid was granted to the three that applied. 

Many other engagements too numerous to list for a complete break- 
down, are undertaken by our Public Health Nurses including recording, re- 
porting any new cases of Tuberculosis and the process of follow up on all 
cases.

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Our veterinarian has inspected all barns and the livestock therein. A 
total of 117 dog bites were reported and examined and found to show abso- 
lutely no evidence of the contagious disease of rabies. All were released from 
quarantine after the prescribed fourteen day confinement. The head 
specimens of 8 wild animals were sent to the State Laboratory at Jamaica 
Plain for analysis of rabies. ‘These reports were returned as negative. 

In June the Annual Rabies Clinics were held. A total number of 1087 
animals were vaccinated. Fees collected and turned into the Town Treasurer 
amounted to $536.25. 

The Dental Clinic is staffed by two Doctors and a Dental Assistant. 
At the start of the School year all children from grades one through six are 
examined and dental notices of work needed to be done is sent home to 
the parents for signature. The necessary work needed on the children’s 
teeth is then accomplished at the Clinic or by private family Dentists. All 
work at the Clinic includes charting, cleaning, fillings, treatments, and the 
necessary extractions. 

The following are the figures on the Dental Clinic for this past year:

Fees collected and returned to the Town Treasurer totaled $1704.00. 

The Health Department Laboratory, supervised by our Sanitarian was 
again certified by the State Department of Public Health. The Natick 
Health Department is one out of twenty-one cities and towns throughout 
the Commonwealth to hold this certificate. 

Lake Cochituate, Dug Pond and None-Such Pond all tested within 
bacterial standards for swimming throughout the summer. The Charles 
River was not opened again this summer because of high or border line 
bacterial counts. 

Because of failure to comply to our Rules and Regulations, court action 
had to be taken in three cases. two new chapters (14 and 15) were added 
to our set of Regulations governing the practice of Massage and Swimming 
Pools. 

A thorough survey was made by our Sanitarian of establishments serv- 
ing food-stuffs to the public after the hurricane which occurred in Septem- 
ber of this year. Very little spoilage was found due to no refrigeration.

Our Mosquito Control program was started in March of this year. 
Ditch cleaning was accomplished in the Spring which included brooks, cul- 
verts, swamps and bog holes. This ditching was also carried on after the 
spraying season to prevent boggy areas and hatching in the Spring. New 
channels were dug when necessary to prevent stagnation. The town was 
sprayed five times from public roads with D.D.T. and Chlordane. Swampy, 
stagnant water areas and the ‘Town Dump were sprayed with oil. The fog 
machine was used in areas too treacherous to be done by foot. 

Helicopter spraying of large swamp areas in East and South Natick was 
done four times. 

A new truck was purchased this year to replace the old war surplus 
truck in use since 1946. 

All shallow swamps in the town are being dusted with 50% wettable 
D.D.T. dust by Mr. Leonard White, our Mosquito Control Foreman. ‘This 
new phase started after the first solid freeze to prevent the surge of hatching 
during the Spring season.

REPORT OF THE TRUSTEES OF THE 
LEONARD MORSE HOSPITAL 


The growth of the town continues to be reflected in the growth of the 
Leonard Morse Hospital where the increase in gross income in 1960 
amounted to approximately $69,000, bringing our total gross income to 
$1,011,861 — over a million dollars for the first time. 

Expenses and salaries also went up and as a result rates had to be in- 
creased as of July 1, 1960 in order to offset the upward spiral of costs. 

Our X-Ray Department showed an increase of 11% in billing. Our 
Laboratory showed an increase of 28% and our total billing for all services 
increased 13%. Further details of our operation are shown in the Treasurer’s 
Report. 

Lack of adequate space is becoming more and more of a handicap to 
our efficient operation. Office space for handling the additional office work 
required in a million-dollar operation, with the constant increase in paper 
work made necessary by the requirements of government agencies and in- 
siirance companies, is a serious problem. 
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Adequate facilities for our X-Ray Department are not available be- 
cause of lack of space and our greatly increased laboratory activity neces- 
sitates finding additional laboratory space immediately. Rooms for the 
reception and treatment of Out Patients are badly needed. 

The Ladies Aid and other organizations in Natick as well as various 
Town Departments have helped us greatly throughout the year. The Ladies 
Aid have expanded their services to the Hospital and its patients. The Police 
Department, the Fire Department and the Department of Public Works 
have all rendered us fine service and complete cooperation. 

The Medical Staff and the Administrative Staff have done a fine job 
throughout the year, and we have been fully accredited by the National 
Board of Accreditation for Hospitals — a distinction of which some larger 
hospitals cannot boast. 

The reports of the Administrator and the Treasurer, giving further de- 
tails of our operations, are attached and are part of this report.

REPORT OF THE ADMINISTRATOR 
Year 1959-1960 


The year ending September 30, 1960 showed a continued improvement 
in the financial picture at the Hospital which is gratifying to all concerned. 

We had a slight decrease in Hospital Admissions, but a tremendous in- 
crease in Out Patients treated, mostly accounted for by accidents which 
increased over two hundred, making a total number of 12,418 patients 
treated at the Hospital in the year. 

Expenses increased slightly more than 10% with the Pay Roll again 
accounting for the greater part of the increase. The percentage of Pay Roll 
to Expenses is 70.6 at the present time. 

In the past year 26,867 days of hospital care were provided 4176 
patients, plus 3471 days of care given 764 newborns. The average cost per 
patient day was $33.04 (excluding depreciation). We increased rates on 
July 1 to $19.00 for Wards, $22.00 for Semi Private and $26.00 for Private 
Rooms. The Blue Cross Contract is paying the Hospital $9.32 for ancillary 
services. he Workmen’s Compensation rate is $26.92, and our Welfare Rate 
is $24.05 per day. The cost per day for operating the Hospital was $2577.20 
(including depreciation). Patient income per day was $2420.74, Net. 

The lack of space for doing business is still acute with no improvement 
in sight. ‘The X-Ray and Laboratory Departments are handicapped for 
space. The Emergency Room is not adequate, nor in a desirable location. 
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As the present trend is to Out Patient Services, we could much better serve 
the public with an Out Patient Department coordinating all services, which 
would also include Therapy and Clinics. 

We feel the nursing care to be of a high standard. We try at all times 
to keep abreast with the advancement in medical supplies and equipment. 

The Medical Staff is superior — interested in giving the best care pos- 
sible to the patients, and interested in new developments in the field of medi- 
cine. 

The Ladies Aid Association is one group actively interested in the Hos- 
pital and the welfare of its patients. It operates a Coffee Shop on a volun- 
tary basis, a Patients’ Library with books being taken through the Hospital 
several times a week, and a Gift Cart for the convenience of patients. Also, 
at Christmas the Association decorates the Hospital and remembers all pa- 
tients with gifts and favors. 

The various ‘Town Departments are helpful and cooperative. The 
Natick Chapter of the American Red Cross is vitally interested in our Blood 
Program and gives us much assistance in the procuring of blood both from 
the Red Cross Bank and from walking donors. 

Interested citizens, Industries located in Natick, various Civic and Social 
Organizations have contributed in various ways to the wellbeing of the 
patients and to the Hospital. The Girl Scouts and Boy Scouts have programs 
which help their members as well as brightening the stay of those hospital- 
ized. 

I am personally grateful to the Trustees, Medical Staff and all em- 
ployed here for their support in keeping the Leonard Morse Hospital in the 
ranks of Approved Hospitals and making available to the citizens of Natick 
and its neighbors the best possible Hospital Care. 

The Statistical Report follows and is to be considered a part of this 
report.

In compliance with Chapter 121 of the General Laws, the Natick 
Housing Authority, Town of Natick, Commonwealth of Massachusetts, 
submits herewith its Annual Report for the calendar year 1960. 

Fifty-two tenant units of the Veterans Housing Project were com- 
pleted and occupied since December of 1950. It has now been operating 
successfully for the past ten years in that it has provided the Natick veterans 
with modern, low-cost housing which they would be unable to obtain other- 
wise, as the average rental paid for the current year amounts to $56.28 
per month and is based on percentage of their monthly income, as: 

Families with less than three dependents, 18% of their income consti- 
tutes the monthly rental; and families of three or more dependents, 14%

Construction is complete on the 48 apartments for the Elderly, plus 
a Community Building on Cedar Avenue of Natick, and a great deal of 
interest has been shown all over the Town in this most worthy undertaking. 


All Natick residents 65 years of age or older are eligible for an apart- 
ment and a single person may earn up to $2,500. yearly and a couple may 
earn up to $3,000. yearly. 

All apartments are double size and can accommodate two people, and 
became available for occupancy on November Ist, 1959. 

The 48 apartments for the Elderly were so well received by the people 
of Natick that a rush for applications has been experienced by this Author- 
ity, and a waiting list for apartments is growing rapidly. 

Everyone that has moved into the new apartments is quite pleased with 
their new home and also our Community Building for their social activities. 
Washing Machines and Dryers have been installed in our: Community 
Building for the use of all our tenants. 

The Natick Housing Authority voted unanimously to honor our 
Town Clerk, James H. Fleming, for his many years of service to the Town 
of Natick by naming our Community Building the James H. Fleming Com- 
munity Building.

Commiuttee Reports 


INSURANCE COMMITTEE 
Introduction 


This committee was established under Article 57 Section H Item 5 of 
the warrant of the 1960 Annual Town Meeting. “A committee of 5 to study 
insurance on buildings and motor vehicles and on Public Works Department 
water and sewer liability insurance.” The Selectmen recommended, ‘with 
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respect to the Insurance Committee we feel that it should be revised to 
include some men who are in the insurance business, and that its scope 
should be more limited in order to direct its efforts to those areas that most 
urgently need study.” 

Pursuant to the foregoing instructions the Committee made a survey 
of all the Town’s insurable motor vehicles and ‘Town owned buildings and 
contents. Information was obtained by questionnaires sent to Town Depart- 
ments. Further detailed information regarding the Town’s insurance, past 
and present, was obtained through the cooperation of the Town Accountant, 
and of insurance brokers presently handling the ‘Town’s insurance. Present 
insurance coverage was then examined in the light of the insurable exposures 
revealed by the survey. 

From the beginning, this Committee has been of the opinion that it is 
neither necessary nor desirable for the ‘Town to insure against loss from 
every conceivable risk, and that the basic purpose of insurance is to indem- 
nify against loss which is beyond the financial capacity of the Town to 
absorb in the normal course of its affairs. The total cost of insurance in the 
Town has increased in recent years, due in large part to the substantial in- 
crease in the number of public buildings, and the continued rise in building 
costs. Other insurable exposures have likewise increased as the Town has 
expanded. 

The insurable exposures of the Town studied by this Committee may 
be grouped under the following main headings: 

I. Buildings and Contents. 
II. Automotive Equipment. 
III. Automobile and Public Liability Insurance. 


I. Insurance of Physical Assets 


A. Town Buildings 

A very substantial part of the ‘Town’s physical assets is represented by 
its investment in the various buildings owned by the Town and used to carry 
on its business. The principal problems relating to Town buildings consist 
of 7. proper valuation of the buildings and contents, and, 2. the proper 
amount of insurance to be carried on each building and contents. 

1. Proper valuation of the ‘Town’s buildings for insurance purposes 
presents a serious problem. The continued rise in building costs results in 
drastic increases in the replacement cost of many of the Town’s buildings 
which were built at a time when construction costs were lower than they 
are today. Consequently, in the event of damage, or total loss, the replace- 
ment cost would in many instances be considerably greater than the original 
cost of construction. 

The Committee considered appraisal of ‘Town Buildings to arrive at a 
sound value, which represents the replacement cost of the Property at 
present day prices of labor and materials less depreciation for age and use. 

Our study disclosed that the values of Town Buildings are reviewed 
each year by the Selectmen and any necessary changes are effected. ‘This 
Committee recommends that the present practice of annual review of values 
by the Selectmen be continued. 

2. At the present time, all of the Town’s buildings are insured for fire, 
lightning and extended coverage. 

It is recommended by this Committee that the practice of insuring 
buildings for 80% of their sound value be continued. 
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B. Automotive Equipment 


Automotive equipment for this purpose includes all ‘Town-owned 
Motor Vehicles. Valuation of passenger vehicles and standard trucks for 
insurance purposes presents no particular problems. ‘These vehicles are 
valued annually for insurance purposes in accordance with standard valua- 
tion practices, common to the automotive industry. 

However, fire trucks and specialized equipment of the Public Works 
Department are not subject to standardized valuation procedures. As to 
this specialized equipment, this Committee recommends valuation for 
insurance purposes at the present-day replacement cost less an even annual 
depreciation based on the life expectancy of the particular piece of equip- 
ment. 

We recommend that all of the foregoing automotive equipment be 
insured for the actual cash value of all such equipment arrived at on the 
valuation procedures above recommended. 

We recommend that all Town automotive equipment be, insured in a 
Fleet policy for Comprehensive physical damage in order to obtain the lowest 
rate. 


II. Liability — Automotive and Public 


Under this heading, the Committee considered the following situations 
out of which claims might be made against the Town by the public for 
personal injuries and/or property damage. 

A. Liability arising out of operation of ‘Town-owned vehicles. 

ks, gab iability incurred on ‘Town roads or sidewalks. 

C. Liability arising out of Public Works Department, Water and Sewer 
Division activities. | 

D. Liability incurred within or upon Town property (owned, rented or 
leased). 

E. Liability incurred by non-owned vehicles. 

‘The Committee is aware of the fact that the Town may not be legally 
liable to members of the Public in all of the instances above listed, but in 
the interest of the relations of the Town with its employees and the Public, 
insurance coverage is advisable as a matter of sound public policy. We are 
concerned here with the primary questions, (1) whether the risk should be 
covered by insurance, and (2) what limits of liability should be carried. 

In regard to the several risks listed above, this Committee has reached 
the following conclusions: 

It is recommended that bodily injury lability and property damage 
liability coverage be carried on all Town-owned vehicles. The limits as to 
bodily injury should be $50,000/$100,000. This figure is in line with the 
current trend resulting from increased claim and settlement costs. 

This Committee explored the possibility of the Town having a de- 
ductible clause in its property damage insurance. After consideration and 
review of the loss experience of this type of insurance, the committee feels 
that it is in the best interest of the town to carry property damage on all 
vehicles up to $5,000 with no deductible clause. 

The only exception to the above recommendation is the Driver 
Education Program vehicles which are under the control of the School 
Department. The Committee recommends that the cars be insured to the 
limits of $100,000/$300,000 liability, plus collision — property damage 
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coverage to be the same as recommended for all other Town-owned 
vehicles. The collision insurance carried on the Driver Education car is a 
part of the agreement under which the car is made available. 

It is the opinion of the Committee that the present practice of 
handling claims by the town for sidewalk and highway Bodily Injury and 
Property Damage cases be continued. This recommendation is based upon 
study, investigation and past experience of this type of claim and its relative 
insurance cost. 

This Committee recommends that the present practice of carrying 
insurance against claims for bodily injury arising out of the activities of the 
Water and Sewer Division of the Public Works Department be continued. 
It is further recommended that limits of this insurance be set at $20,000/ 
$40,000. 

Whether the Town is legally liable for personal injuries occurring 
in or around Town buildings and premises occupied by the Town may 
depend on whether the Town is receiving rent for the use of the building 
in connection with which use the injury was received. As a matter of public 
policy, this Committee recommends that insurance be carried against claims 
for personal injuries occurring in or around Town buildings used for public 
gatherings and meetings. It is recommended that the insurance be purchased 
with limits of $100,000/$300,000 Bodily Injury. The premium involved in 


this coverage is low enough to warrant the expenditure. 


General Recommendations 


This Committee recommends that all Town automotive insurance be 
covered under a Fleet policy. 

No Medical Payments insurance should be carried on Town owned 
vehicles. We reviewed this phase of insurance and this committee feels that 
it is not necessary. 

Our investigation showed that a minimum of 38 vehicles, not owned 
by the Town, are used to carry on Town business. This Committee recom- 
mends that an automobile non-ownership Liability policy be purchased to 
cover the legal liability of the Town in claims arising out of the use of non- 
owned Motor Vehicles on Town business. We also recommend that the 
use of vehicles not owned by the Town but used for Town business be kept 
at an absolute minimum. 

Recommend that the Selectmen study the new Public and Institutional 
Property form of coverage. This new coverage might effect a saving if 
requirements could be met. 

All insurance should be handled through the Board of Selectmen.

CONSERVATION COMMISSION STUDY COMMITTEE 


In December 1959, the Fin, Fur and Feather Club of Natick and 
Wellesley, Inc., requested that the Board of Selectmen take the necessary 
action to create a Conservation Commission. 

In accordance with this request the Board appointed an Advisory 
Committee of four, and at the 1960 Annual Town Meeting offered an 
amendment to Article 57 (h7) authorizing the appointment of a Conserva- 
tion Commission Study Committee. This amendment was unanimously 
passed, the members of the Advisory Committee were reappointed to the 
Study Committee which was then expanded to its present membership. 

On April 4, 1960, the Committee members attended the Ist New 
England Conservation Conference, sponsored by the Massachusetts Depart- 
ment of Natural Resources which was attended by over 300 leaders of 
Federal, State and local governments and other conservation groups. 

On October 4, 1960, an advertised, public meeting was held at the 
offices of the Planning Board at which Commissioner Charles H. Foster 
of the Massachusetts Department of Natural Resources outlined the con- 
servation movement and answered many questions put to him by those in 
attendance, including representatives from nearly every board and de- 
partment of the Town, our Representative to the General Court, the 
Conservation Committees of Sherborn and Wellesley and many other 
interested persons. 

On December 13, 1960, on request of the Board of Selectmen, this 
Committee met with the Town Counsel and officers of the Jennings Pond 
Improvement Association regarding their concern with the future of 
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Jennings Pond. This pond had previously been in private ownership, but 
title to it has evidently been abandoned by its former owner. It has been 
recommended that the Town take ownership of this pond by eminent 
domain proceedings to assure its preservation for the future. Article 56, 
for this purpose, has been inserted in the Warrant for the 1961 Annual 
Town Meeting. 

Other meetings and tours of town owned and privately owned areas 
has resulted in several recommendations and suggestions which will be 
forwarded to the own Conservation Commission when, and if, the 
Town creates such a Commission. 

The Town is fortunate in the areas that are available for conserva- 
tion and park purposes. Some of this is now in public ownership and 
much of it, although privately owned, is in such location and of such 
a geological character that the Town should have little difficulty in 
obtaining many suitable areas. 

O; particular interest is Town Forest Park which is considered by 
the Massachusetts Forest and Park Association as “Probably the most 
highly developed town forest for educational use in Massachusetts ... a 
portion of which has been set aside as a natural science park.” ‘The 
obtaining and developing of such areas is highly desirable, but if prompt 
action is not taken to acquire and perpetuate such areas, they will of a 
certainty be encroached upon for residential and industrial development 
until the Town will be without sufficient areas for these purposes, which is 
now the case in many cities and towns. 

Therefore, this Committee strongly recommends that the ‘Town accept 
the provisions of Chapter 223 of the Acts of 1957 relative to the creation 
of a Town Conservation Commission which will be vested with the author- 
ity and responsibility necessary to the conserving and developing of the 
natural resources of the Town, and for the Town to become eligible for 
state aid in carrying out a conservation program under the provisions of 
Chapter 517 of the Acts of 1960, through which the state may reimburse 
up to 50% of the cost of obtaining these areas. Article 44 of the Warrant 
for the 1961 Annual Town Meeting has been inserted for this purpose.

SECTION I 
General 


I A. PURPOSE AND AUTHORIZATION — In order to preserve and to 
promote the life, health, safety, morals, convenience and welfare of the 
townspeople to lessen the danger from fire, to improve and beautify the 
Town, to protect real estate from damaging uses of adjacent property 
and to further the social and economic prosperity of the community, the 
following regulations for the use of premises and the construction, loca- 
tion and use of buildings and structures are hereby established under 
authority of the Massachusetts General Laws relating thereto Chapter 
40A, and subsequent amendments. 


I B. BASIC REQUIREMENTS — All buildings or structures hereafter 
erected, reconstructed, altered, enlarged, or moved, or all future uses of 
premises in the Town of Natick shall be in conformity with the pro- 
visions of this by-law. Any building, structure, or land shall not be used 
for any purpose or in any manner than is permitted in the district in 
which such building, structure or land is located. Any use not specifically 
listed or otherwise permitted in a district herein established shall be 
deemed prohibited. In accordance with Massachusetts General Laws, 
Chapter 40A, and not withstanding any provision to the contrary, this 
by-law shall not prohibit or limit use of land for any church or other 
religious purpose or for any educational purpose which is religious, 
sectarian, denominational or public. 
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I C. DEFINITIONS — In these by-laws the following terms shall have the 


Dia: 


following meanings unless a contrary meaning is required by the context 
or is specifically prescribed and, in addition, the definitions set out in 
the Building Code shall have their meanings as defined therein insofar 
as they may apply to these by-laws and the following definitions are 
hereby added thereto: 

Dog Kennel: One pack or collection of dogs on a single premises, 
whether maintained for breeding, boarding, sale, training, hunting, or 
other purposes and including any shop where dogs are on sale, and also 
including every pack or collection of more than three dogs three months 
old or over owned or kept by a person on a single premises irrespective 
of the purpose for which they are maintained. 

Dwelling Unit: One or more rooms providing complete living facilities 
for one family, including equipment for cooking or provisions for the 
same, and including room or rooms for living, sleeping and eating. 

Family: Any number of persons living and cooking together on the 
premises as a single house-keeping unit, as distinguished from a group 
occupying a boarding or lodging house, motel, or hotel. 

Fur Animals: Animals usually kept and raised for the use and sale 
of their skins and furs. 

Lot line: The established division line between lots or between a lot and 
a street. 

Motel: A building intended and designed solely for transient or over- 
night occupancy, divided into separate units within the same building 
and with or without public dining room facilities. 

Premises: A lot together with all buildings, structures, and uses thereon. 
Public Utility: A public service corporation, either private or municipal, 
supplying or transmitting gas, water, electricity, or communications to 
any or all members of the public and subject to Federal, State, or Town 
regulations by virtue of its natural or legal monopoly. 

School: A public, private, parochial or other institution maintained 
primarily for educational purposes, recognized as such by the Massachu- 
setts Department of Education and offering a minimum of 180 days’ 
schooling annually as required by law. 

Street: Any right of way dedicated to public use, any public alley, rail- 
road right of way, or public area, twenty feet or more in width. 
Structure: Any outdoor fixture built up by human agency of parts put 
together. 

Trailer: A vehicle without motive power designed to be drawn by a 
motor vehicle, used for living or sleeping purposes and standing on 
wheels or on ‘rigid supports. 

Trailer Park: A parcel of land on which there is located or intended to 
be located two or more trailers occupied for living purposes where all 
utility services are supplied.

LOCATION OF DISTRICTS (zones) 

1. Said districts (Paragraph IIA above) are located and bounded as 
shown on a map entitled “Zoning Map of Natick, Mass.’’, on file in the 
offices of the Town Clerk and Town Planning Board dated Feb. 10, 
1960. The Zoning Map, with all explanatory matter thereon, is hereby 
made a part of this by-law and shall be reissued annually by the 
Planning Board to incorporate such amendments as may be made by 
Town meeting action and approved as required by the Attorney General 
of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts. 

2. Where a boundary is shown as following a street, railroad, or utility, 
the boundary shall be the center line thereon unless otherwise indicated. 
3. Where a boundary is shown outside of a street, railroad, or utility 
and approximately parallel thereto, the boundary shall be deemed 
parallel to the nearest line thereof, and the figure placed on the zon- 
ing map between the boundary and such line shall be the distance in 
feet between them, as measured at a right angle from such line unless 
otherwise indicated. 

4. Where a boundary is shown as following a water-course, the boundary 
shall coincide with the center line thereof as said line existed at the 
date of the zoning map. 

5. Where the location of a boundary line is otherwise uncertain, the 
Building Inspector shall determine its position in accordance with the 
distance in feet from other lines as given or as measured from the scale. 
6. Where a district boundary line divides a lot, the regulations applying 
to the portion of such lot in the less restricted district may be considered 
as extending not more than 50 feet into the more restricted portion, but 
only if the lot has frontage on a street in the less restricted district.

SECTION IV

Intensity Regulations 


GENERAL REQUIREMENTS 

1. A dwelling, building, or any structure hereafter erected in any district 
shall not be located on a lot having less than the minimum requirements 
specified in the following schedule (IV B) and no more than one dwell- 
ing shall be built upon any single lot, except as hereinafter provided. 
2. A lot or parcel of land having an area or a frontage of lesser 
amounts than required in the following schedule may be considered as 
coming within the area and frontage requirements of this section provided 
such lot or parcel of land was shown on a plan or described in a deed 
duly recorded or registered at the time of the adoption of this ordinance 
and did not at the time of such adoption adjoin other land of the same 
owner available for use in connection with such lot or parcel. 

3. The minimum front yard dimensions required in the following 
schedule are to be measured from the street line where a plan of the 
way or street is on file or platted with the Natick Planning Board or 
with the Registry of Deeds or, in the absence of such a plan or plat, from 
a line twenty feet from and parallel with the center of the traveled way 
ODES UeCL. 

4. A lot or parcel of land containing two or more dwellings existing at 
the time of adoption of this by-law which cannot be divided in con- 
formity with these requirements may, under a special permit by the 
Board of Appeals, be divided in a manner complying as closely as 
possible with these requirements. 

5. Height of building. The limitation on height of buildings and 
structures shall not apply in any district to chimneys, ventilators, towers, 
spires, or other ornamental features of buildings which are in no way 
used for living purposes. 


SECTION V 


Special Requirements 


NON-CONFORMING USES 

1. Continuation. The lawful use of any structure or land existing at 
the time of the enactment or subsequent amendment of this by-law may 
be continued although each structure or use did not conform with the 
provisions of this by-law as adopted or amended. 

2. Extension. No increase in the extent of the non-conforming use of 
a structure or land may be made beyond the limits of the property 
owned at the time of enactment or subsequent amendment of this by-law. 
3. Abandonment. A non-conforming use which has been abandoned 
or discontinued for more than one year shall not be re-established and 
any future use shall conform with this by-law. 

4. Changes. Once changed to a conforming use, no structure or land 
shall be permitted to revert to a non-conforming use. 

ACCESSORY BUILDINGS 

No accessory building or structure shall be located within the required 
front yard area. No accessory building shall be located in any side yard 
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area nearer to the side lot line than ten feet, or in a rear yard area 
nearer to the rear lot line than ten feet, or nearer to another principal 
or accessory building than ten feet. Accessory buildings are included 
within the maximum per cent of building coverage. 
OPEN SPACE 
The minimum open space required is to be free of all structures, park- 
ing, drives and other uses that preclude space for attractive landscaping. 
In business and manufacturing districts where applicable this minimum 
open space per lot requirement applies specifically to the front yard. 
All landscaped areas, including lawns, trees, shrubs and other plantings 
shall be properly maintained thereafter in a sightly and well kept 
condition. 
OFF STREET PARKING and LOADING REQUIREMENTS 
In any district where permitted, no use of premises shall be authorized 
or extended, and no building or structure shall be erected or enlarged, 
unless there is provided for such extension, erection, or enlargement, 
off-street automobile parking space within three hundred feet of the 
principal building, structure, or use of the premises, in accordance with 
the following minimum specifications. An area of two hundred square 
feet of appropriate dimensions for the parking of an automobile, ex- 
clusive of drives or aisles, shall be considered as one off-street parking 
space. In business, manufacturing and multiple residence zones, this 
space shall be located no closer than ten feet to an adjoining residential 
property. Each outdoor space shall be treated with a surface binder, 
gravel, crushed stones, concrete or black top or similar surfacing. 

1. One (1) space for each family in a dwelling unit. 

2. One (1) space for each sleeping room in a tourist home, boarding 
or lodging house, motel, or hotel. 

3. One (1) space for each two (2) beds in a hospital or sanitarium. 

4. One (1) space for each four (4) beds for other institutions devoted 

to the board, care, or treatment of humans. 

One (1) space for each 100 square feet or fraction thereof floor 

area of any retail, wholesale, or service establishment or office or 

professional building. 

6. One (1) space for each two (2) employees and one (1) space for 
three (3) seats, permanent or otherwise, for patron use for res- 
taurants and other places serving food or beverage and for theatres, 
auditoriums, and other places of amusement or assembly. 

7. One (1) space for each two (2) persons employed or anticipated to 
be employed on the largest shift for all types of shops, storage, 
manufacturing, or other permitted uses. 

8. Adequate spaces to accommodate customers, patrons, and employees 
at automobile service stations, drive-in establishments, open-air retail 
businesses and amusements, and other permitted uses not specifically 
enumerated herein. (Frequent parking of such vehicles on a public 
or private street or way adjacent to the premises shall be considered 
evidence of the inadequacy of the off-street parking space provided. } 

9. Adequate maneuvering and loading facilities shall be provided on the 
premises for both company owned and other freight and delivery 
trucks in both business and manufacturing districts. No storage or 
loading area or accessory uses shall be permitted within the minimum 
side yard when abutting a residential district. 

MINIMUM RESIDENTIAL FLOOR AREA 

No dwelling shall be erected, reconstructed, remodelled or altered so 

that the living space or floor area per dwelling unit shall be less than 

seven hundred and twenty (720) square feet exclusive of porches, steps, 
basement rooms, breezeways or garages. 

REMOVAL OF EARTH PRODUCTS 

The removal from any premises of more than ten (10) cubic yards of 

sod, loam, sand, or gravel in any one year shall be prohibited except 

when incidental to and in connection with the construction of a building 
or street or other activity authorized by this ordinance, provided, how- 
ever, that a use of premises for the excavation or removal of sand and 
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gravel existing at the time of the adoption of this by-law can be con- 
tinued and extended throughout the premises. Opening of new sand 
or gravel pits may be authorized by the Board of Appeals by special 
permit provided such excavations are not harmful or detrimental to 
the neighborhood. The Board of Appeals may impose time limitations 
and may require bonds and a continuation of such special permit may 
be conditioned upon compliance with the regulations to be made and 
amended from time to time. Removal of topsoil other than specifically 
permitted in this by-law is classified as stripping and is prohibited. 
FLOODING 

No lands subject to seasonal or periodic flooding by — freshet or by sur- 
face water during heavy rain in such a manner as to endanger the health 
or safety of the occupants shall be used for residential purposes, unless 
the lands are improved to eliminate flooding. 

SIGNS and SIGN BOARDS 

This by-law is adopted by the Town for the regulation of outdoor ad- 
vertising signs and devices within the Town. 

A. EXISTING SIGNS. Except for such changes, if any, as may be 
required to satisfy the provisions of subsections E. I. (b) and E. 2 (b) 
below, this section shall not require the alteration or removal of any 
sign lawfully existing within the Town on the date on which this section 
becomes operative. Any sign the erection of which has been lawfully 
begun and carried on in good faith before this section becomes operative 
may be completed according to laws and regulations then in force; 
but shall conform hereto as far as practicable without hardship. 

B. DEFINITIONS. As used herein the following words and terms 
shall have the following respective meanings: 

1. Sign — Any word, letter, symbol, drawing, picture, design or 
device, or any combination of one or more of the foregoing, located 
out-of-doors which indentifies or calls attention to any premises, person, 
product, activity or business. 

2. Accessory Sign — Any sign bearing the name of the person or 
business occupying the premises on which the sign is erected or the 
business or activity transacted or products sold therein or advertising 
the property itself or any part thereof as for sale or rent and which 
contains no other advertising matter. 


3. Non-accessory Sign — Any sign that does not come within the 
foregoing definition of accessory sign. 
4. Standing Sign — Any sign erected on or affixed to the land 


and not attached to a building. 

5. Residential Area — Any area zoned for residential or agricultural 
purposes under the Zoning By-Laws of the Town as from time to time 
amended. 

6. Business Area — Any area zoned for manufacturing, industry, 
business, commerce or drive-in theatre purposes under the Zoning By- 
Laws of the Town as from time to time amended. 


7. Person — Any one or more individuals, a partnership, an as- 
sociation, a corporation and a business trust. 

8. Business — Any store, office, factory, or other business estab- 
lishment. 


9. Place of Business —-The building or portion of a_ building 
occupied by a business. 

C. SIGNS IN RESIDENTIAL AREAS. In residential areas 
signs shall be limited to the following: An accessory sign or signs not 
exceeding 5 sq. ft. in aggregate area on any one building or lot, or if 
advertising only the sale or rental thereof, not exceeding 10 sq. ft., or 
one or more accessory signs not exceeding 15 sq. ft. in aggregate area on 
the premises of any public building, farm, garden, tree nursery or forest. 
No sign shall be located nearer to a party line than it is lawful to 
maintain a building or be permitted or allowed to project more than 
6 ins. in front of any established front line for buildings. 

D. SIGNS IN BUSINESS AREAS. In business areas only those 


accessory signs complying with the following provisions may be erected. 
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All other accessory, and all non-accessory signs, except as permitted 
under a permit lawfully issued, and remaining in full force and effect, 
by the Outdoor Advertising Authority of the Commonwealth of Massa- 
chusetts, or any board or official succeeding to its Authority, are ex- 
pressly prohibited. 


1. SIZE OF SIGNS 


(a) Affixed Signs. A sign affixed to an exterior wall of a place of 
business may extend up to (but not beyond) the full width of such wall, 
provided such sign is parallel to such wall and does not project more 
than 12 ins. therefrom, and provided its height does not exceed one- 
third of the height of such wall. All other signs affixed to buildings 
shall be not more than 50 sq. ft. in area on each display surface. 

(b) Standing Signs. A standing sign shall be not more than 200 
sq. ft. in area on each display surface. Standing signs shall not rise 
more than 30 ft. above ground level. 

2. LOCATION OF SIGNS 

(a) Affixed Signs. Every affixed sign shall be affixed either to an ex- 
terior wall or to the roof of the place of business which it advertises. No 
sign situated upon a wall shall project any distance beyond the sidelines of 
such wall nor shall it rise above such wall more than 10 ft. or one-third of 
the height of such wall, whichever is less. No sign situated upon or above 
the roof of a place of business shall project beyond the exterior walls 
of such place of business nor shall it rise above the top of such exterior 
walls more than 10 ft. or one-third of the height of any such walls, 
whichever is less. No affixed sign which overhangs a sidewalk shall 
project beyond a line drawn 18 ins. inside the outer boundary of such 
sidewalk. 

(b) Standing Signs. No business shall have more than one sign 
affixed to each exterior wall of its place of business nor shall it have 
more than three signs in all, including standing signs. 

E. RULES OF GENERAL APPLICATION TO ALL AREAS. 
1. ILLUMINATION AND MOTION OF SIGNS. 

(a) Signs any part of which moves or flashes, all signs of the 
travelling light or animated type, and all beacons and flashing devices 
are prohibited. All illumination of signs must be so arranged as to 
prevent glare on to any portion of any public way or into any residential 
area. 

(b) No sign shall be illuminated after 11:00 P.M. or before 8:00 
A.M. on any day, except for signs of businesses which are legally 
carrying on business after 11:00 P.M. or before 8:00 A.M. which may 
be illuminated while said businesses are actually open to receive the 
public, and except for signs of medical doctors at their residences, which 
may be illuminated at any time. 

2. MANNER OF CONSTRUCTION — MAINTENANCE 

(a) Construction. No sign shall be painted or posted directly on 
the exterior surface of any wall or roof. [luminated signs shall be con- 
structed of non-combustible materials; provided, however, that facings, 
letters, figures, decorations and structural trim thereof may be made of 
approved combustible plastics as defined in accordance with American 
Society for Testing Materials standard methods. 

(b) Maintenance. All signs shall be securely erected or affixed 
and shall be kept safe, neat and clean and in good and safe repair and 
operating condition, to the reasonable satisfaction of the Building In- 
spector. 

(c) Temporary Signs. During construction of a building or 
buildings not more than two temporary signs may be erected on the 
premises where such construction is being carried on, identifying the 
building or buildings under construction and the builder, the intended 
occupant, the contractor and/or the architect of such building or 
buildings. All such signs shall be removed promptly after the completion 
of construction. 


F. ADMINISTRATION. 
1. Application for Permits. Before the erection, removal, altera- 
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tion, enlargement or, except for ordinary maintenance, the repair of 
any sign, permanent or temporary, shall begin, the owner or lessee of 
the premises on which the same is to erected shall file with the Building 
Inspector an application, in duplicate, for a permit, on appropriate 
blanks furnished by the Building Inspector, together with such plans, 
structural detail drawings and specifications as the Inspector may re- 
quire for temporary examination and for permanent record. An applica- 
tion for a permit shall give the full name, residence and business ad- 
dress of the owner of the property, of the lessee, if any, and of any 
authorized representatives to whom any notices may be sent. Each 
application must be accompanied by the written consent of the owner 
of the premises concerned, or his authorized agent. 


2. ISSUE, REFUSAL AND REVOCATION OF PERMITS AND 
GENERAL POWERS OF THE BUILDING INSPECTOR 


The Building Inspector shall within a reasonable time approve 
or reject any application for a sign filed with the Building Inspector 
and, if all requirements of this section and of all other applicable laws, 
by-laws and regulations have been complied with, shall promptly issue 
a permit for the erection and maintenance of such sign. If, however, 
such sign contains any electrical devices the exercise of such permit shall 
be conditioned upon receipt by the applicant of prior written approval 
of such sign from the Town Electric Inspector given after physical 
inspection by him of all electrical devices contained in said sign. All 
of the provisions of Section 1.1.2, as amended, of the building Code of 
the Town having general application to the issue, publication of notice 
of, revocation or refusal of building permits shall apply, to the fullest 
extent reasonably applicable to the issue, publication of notice of, 
revocation or refusal of permits for the erection and maintenance of 
signs. Signs shall be deemed to be structures subject to all applicable 
provisions of Sections 1.1.1, 1.2.2, 1.2.3, and 1.2.4 of said Building Code, 
and to all of the powers thereby granted to the Building Inspector 
with respect to structures. ' 

3. Appeal and Review. Any person aggrieved by the issue or 
refusal of a permit or approval by the Building or Electric Inspector or 
by a delay of more than two weeks in rendering a decision upon an 
application, may appeal to the Board of Appeals within fifteen days 
after the date of publication of notice of the granting of such permit, of 
the receipt of notice of such refusal, or of the end of said two-week 
period, by filing a written notice of appeal with the Building 
Inspector on a form approved by him. The Building Inspector may 
in writing request the Board of Appeals for a ruling in any case 
wherein he is in doubt as to the true intent or application of any part 
of this section and upon receipt of such request the Board of Appeals 
shall promptly determine the true intent and application of any pro- 
visions of this section in question. 

On receipt of a notice of appeal the Building Inspector shall notify 
the Board of Appeals who, after due notice to the parties concerned, 
shall hold a hearing and shall either affirm, annul or modify the action 
of the Building Inspector appealed from. 

Every decision of the Board of Appeals hereunder shall be in 
writing and shall be signed by the members, or a majority thereof, and 
shall be filed in the office of the Building Inspector and notice thereof 
shall be given by the Board of Appeals to the appellant within ten days 
of the completion of its hearing on his appeal. If the Board modifies or 
annuls any action of the Building Inspector, he shall issue a new permit 
or ruling in conformity with the decision of the Board without delay. 

4, Variances. The Board of Appeals by unanimous vote of the 
entire membership thereof, after due notice and public hearing, upon a 
written petition addressed to the Board, may vary the application of 
this section without, however, making any change in its provisions or 
departing from its substantial intent or purpose, in specific cases wherein 
its strict enforcement would involve unnecessary hardship, and _ shall 
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vary it so far as necessary in any case to avoid violation of constitutional 
guaranties, but shall not otherwise vary it. The decision on every such 
petition shall be signed by each member of the Board and shall specify 
the variations allowed and the reasons therefor. 

5. Penalty for Violation. In addition to any other remedy 
granted or penalty imposed by law, whoever being in violation of any 
provision of this section shall fail to remedy such violation within five 
days after the receipt of a notice of such violation given by the Building 
Inspector or the Board of Selectmen (or, if such violation cannot 
reasonably be remedied within five days, shall fail within such period 
to begin to remedy the same and thereafter continue diligently until 
such violation is remedied) shall be punished by a fine not exceeding 
ten dollars for each such violation, and each day during which such 
violation shall continue shall be deemed a separate violation. 

6. Severability. The invalidity of any part or provision of this 
section, or of the application hereof to any particular subject matter, 
shall not invalidate any other part or provision hereof or affect the 
application hereof to any other subject matter. 


SECTION VI 


Administration 


ENFORCEMENT 
This by-law shall be enforced by the Building Inspector. No action 
taken under the enforcement powers of this by-law shall be in contradic- 
tion to the provisions of Chapter 40A, General Laws as adopted or 
amended. 
REPETITIVE PETITIONS 
No proposed change in this by-law which has been unfavorably acted 
upon by the Town Meeting shall be considered on its merits by the 
Town Meeting within two years after the date of such unfavorable 
action unless adoption of the proposed change is recommended in the 
final report of the Planning Board. 
BUILDING OR USE PERMIT 
No building shall be constructed or reconstructed and no use of a 
building or land shall be begun or changed without a permit having 
been issued by the Building Inspector. No such permit shall be issued 
until such construction, alteration, or use, as proposed, shall comply in 
all respects with the provisions of this by-law or with a decision rendered 
by the Board of Appeals. Any application for such a permit shall be 
accompanied by a plan, accurately drawn, showing the actual shape and 
dimensions of the lot to be built upon, the exact location and size of all 
buildings or structures already on the lot, the location of new buildings 
to be constructed, together with the lines within which all buildings or 
structures are to be erected, the existing and intended use of each build- 
ing or structure and such other information as may be necessary to 
provide for the execution and enforcement of this by-law. A record of 
all applications, plans, and permits shall be kept on file by the Building 
Inspector. 
OCCUPANCY PERMITS 
No premises and no building or structure erected, altered, or in any 
way changed as to construction or use, under a permit or otherwise, 
shall be occupied or used without an occupancy permit signed by the 
Building Inspector. Such permit shall not be issued until the premises, 
building, or structure, and its uses and accessory uses comply in all 
respects with this by-law. A record of all applications and occupancy 
permits shall be kept on file by the Building Inspector. 
BOARD OF APPEALS 
The Board of Appeals established under Section 1.2.6 of the Building 
Code shall have the following powers insofar as this Zoning By-law is 
concerned and in addition to those powers set forth in Building Code 
and as defined by the General Laws of Massachusetts: 
1. Appeals. To hear and decide an appeal taken by any person ag- 
grieved by reason of his inability to obtain a permit from any admin- 
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istrative official under the provisions of Chapter 40A, General Laws, 
or by any officer or board of the Town, or by any person aggrieved 
by any order or decision of the Building Inspector or other adminis- 
trative official in violation of any provision of Chapter 40A of 
the General Laws, or of this by-law. 

2. Special Permits. To grant a Special Permit for those uses which are 
designated by the letter “A” as set forth in the “Use Regulations 
Schedule” in Section III hereof and as specified elsewhere in this 
by-law and in issuing any said special permit, the Board of Appeals 
may impose such a safeguard, conditions and limitations pertaining 
to the use in question, as may in the reasonable opinion of the 
members of the Board, be necessary or advisable to prevent such 
permitted use from being either detrimental or injurious to the 
neighborhood or to the value of any property within the neighbor- 
hood or to prevent such permitted use from substantially derogating 
from the purpose of this by-law. 

3. Variances. To authorize upon appeal, or upon petition in cases 
where a particular use is sought for which no permit is required, 
with respect to a particular parcel of land or to an exisiing building 
thereon, a variance from the terms of this by-law where, owing to 
conditions especially affecting such parcel or such building but not 
affecting generally the zoning district in which it is located, a literal 
enforcement of the provisions of this by-law would involve substantial 
hardship to the appellant, and where desirable relief may be granted 
without substantial detriment to the public good and without nullify- 
ing or substantially derogating from the intent or purpose of this 
by-law, but not otherwise. The Board may impose limitations both 
of time and use and may require bonds, and a continuation of the 
permitted use may be conditioned upon compliance with the regula- 
tions to be made and amended from time to time thereafter. 

The Board of Appeals shall establish procedures and shall conduct its 
hearings and meetings and give proper notice thereof consistent with the 
provisions of Chapter 40A or other provisions of the General Laws and, 
of this by-law. The Board of Appeals shall notify the Planning Board 
on all appeals, Special Permits, and variances submitted to said Board 
of Appeal at the time of the first notice of a public hearing for such 
study and report as the Planning Board may deem appropriate. All 
applications for appeals, Special Permits, or variances to the Board shall 
be made in writing on appropriate forms furnished by the Board. The 
Board shall, with the advice and assistance of the Building Inspector, 
maintain and keep up-to-date a map indicating thereon by appropriate 
notations the locations of all actions whether approved or disapproved. 
In all of its deliberations, the Board shall give due consideration to pro- 
moting the public health, safety, convenience, and welfare, encouraging 
the most appropriate use of land, and conserving property values, shall 
permit no building or use injurious, noxious, offensive, or detrimental 
to a neighborhood, and shall, whenever deemed advisable, prescribe ap- 
propriate conditions and safeguards in each case. 

The Board of Appeals shall act on all matters within its jurisdiction 

under this by-law in the manner prescribed by Section twenty-seven A 

of said Chapter and subject always to the rule that due consideration 

shall be given to conserving the public health, safety, convenience, wel- 
fare, and property values. 

PENALTY 

Any person violating any provisions of this by-law, any of the conditions 

under which a permit is issued, or any decision rendered by the Board 

of Appeals, may be fined not more than twenty dollars for each offense. 

Each day that such violation continues shall constitute a separate offense. 

AMENDMENT 
Hearings. It shall be the duty of the Planning Board, upon petition 

signed by the owners of fifty percent in valuation of the property con- 

tained in the area of any entire block, and it may proceed upon its own 
initiative, to appoint and hold a public hearing, of which it shall give 
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at least fifteen days published notice, for the consideration of amendments 

altering the boundaries of any districts established by this by-law, or 

the regulations applied to the same, or proposing the creation of new 

districts. 

This by-law may be amended from time to time in accordance with the 

provisions of Section 6 of Chapter 40A, Massachusetts General Laws. 
Reports. The Planning Board shall report to the Town its recom- 

mendations in regard to any proposed amendments to the By-law that 

that are brought before a Town Meeting for action. 

VALIDITY 

The invalidity of any section or provision of this by-law shall not 

invalidate any other section or provision thereof. 

REPEAL 

These Zoning By-Laws and the repeal of all Zoning By-Laws heretofore 

in force shall not affect any act done, any right accrued, any penalty 

or liability incurred or any suit, prosecution or proceeding pending at 

the time they take effect. 

EFFECTIVE DATE 

All Zoning By-Laws heretofore in force shall be repealed and _ these 

Zoning By-Laws shall become effective when the latter are approved and 

published as required by statute.

SECTION I 
General 


I A. PURPOSE AND AUTHORIZATION — In order to preserve and to 


(ash 


promote the life, health, safety, morals, convenience and welfare of the 
townspeople to lessen the danger from fire, to improve and beautify the 
Town, to protect real estate from damaging uses of adjacent property 
and to further the social and economic prosperity of the community, the 
following regulations for the use of premises and the construction, loca- 
tion and use of buildings and structures are hereby established ‘under 
authority of the Massachusetts General Laws relating thereto Chapter 
40A, and subsequent amendments. 


BASIC REQUIREMENTS — All buildings or structures hereafter 
erected, reconstructed, altered, enlarged, or moved, or all future uses of 
premises in the Town of Natick shall be in conformity with the pro- 
visions of this by-law. Any building, structure, or land shall not be used 
for any purpose or in any manner than is permitted in the district in 
which such building, structure or land is located. Any use not specifically 
listed or otherwise permitted in a district herein established shall be 
deemed prohibited. In accordance with Massachusetts General Laws, 
Chapter 40A, and not withstanding any provision to the contrary, this 
by-law shall not prohibit or limit use of land for any church or other 
religious purpose or for any educational purpose which is religious, 
sectarian, denominational or public. 
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DEFINITIONS — In these by-laws the following terms shall have the 
following meanings unless a contrary meaning is required by the context 
or is specifically prescribed and, in addition, the definitions set out in 
the Building Code shall have their meanings as defined therein insofar 
as they may apply to these by-laws and the following definitions are 
hereby added thereto: 

Dog Kennel: One pack or collection of dogs on a single premises, 
whether maintained for breeding, boarding, sale, training, hunting, or 
other purposes and including any shop where dogs are on sale, and also 
including every pack or collection of more than three dogs three months 
old or over owned or kept by a person on a single premises irrespective 
of the purpose for which they are maintained. 

Dwelling Unit: One or more rooms providing complete living facilities 
for one family, including equipment for cooking or provisions for the 
same. and including room or rooms for living, sleeping and eating. 
Family: Any number of persons living and cooking together on the 
premises as a single house-keeping unit, as distinguished from a group 
occupying a boarding or lodging house, motel, or hotel. 

Fur Animals: Animals usually kept and raised for the use and sale 
of their skins and furs. 

Lot line: The established division line between lots or between a lot and 
QeStreei 

Motel: A building intended and designed solely for transient or over- 
night occupancy, divided into separate units within the same building 
and with or without public dining room facilities. 

Premises: A lot together with all buildings, structures. and uses thereon. 
Public Utility: A public service corporation, either private or municipal, 
supplying or transmitting gas, water, electricity, or communications to 
any or all members of the public and subject to Federal, State, or Town 
regulations by virtue of its natural or legal monopoly. 

School: A public, private, parochial or other institution maintained 
primarily for educational purposes, recognized as such by the Massachu- 
setts Department of Education and offering a minimum of 180 days’ 
schooling annually as required by law. 

Street: Any right of way dedicated to public use, any public alley, rail- 
road right of way, or public area, twenty feet or more in width. 
Structure: Any outdoor fixture built up by human agency of parts put 
together. 

Trailer: A vehicle without motive power designed to be drawn by a_ 
motor vehicle, used for living or sleeping purposes and standing on 
wheels or on rigid supports. 

Trailer Park: A parcel of land on which there is located or intended to 
be located two or more trailers occupied for living purposes where all 
utility services are supplied.

SECTION IV 


IV A. 


Intensity Regulations 


GENERAL REQUIREMENTS 

1. A dwelling, building, or any structure hereafter erected in any district 
shall not be located on a lot having less than the minimum requirements 
specified in the following schedule (IV B) and no more than one dwell- 
ing shall be built upon any single lot, except as hereinafter provided. 
2. A lot or parcel of land having an area or a frontage of lesser 
amounts than required in the following schedule may be considered as 
coming within the area and frontage requirements of this section provided 
such lot or parcel of land was shown on a plan or described in a deed 
duly recorded or registered at the time of the adoption of this ordinance 
and did not at the time of such adoption adjoin other land of the same 
owner available for use in connection with such lot or parcel. 

3. The minimum front yard dimensions required in the following 
schedule are to be measured from the street line where a plan of the 
way or street is on file or platted with the Natick Planning Board or 
with the Registry of Deeds or, in the absence of such a plan or plat, from 
a line twenty feet from and parallel with the center of the traveled way 
Opesurect. 

4. A lot or parcel of land containing two or more dwellings existing at 
the time of adoption of this by-law which cannot be divided in con- 
formity with these requirements may, under a special permit by the 
Board of Appeals, be divided in a manner complying as closely as 
possible with these requirements. 

5. Height of building. The limitation on height of buildings and 
structures shall not apply in any district to chimneys, ventilators, towers, 
spires, or other ornamental features of buildings which are in no way 
used for living purposes. 


SECTION V 


Special Requirements 


NON-CONFORMING USES 

1. Continuation. The lawful use of any structure or land existing at 
the time of the enactment or subsequent amendment of this by-law may 
be continued although each structure or use did not conform with the 
provisions of this by-law as adopted or amended. 

2. Extension. No increase in the extent of the non-conforming use of 
a structure or land may be made beyond the limits of the property 
owned at the time of enactment or subsequent amendment of this by-law. 
3. Abandonment. A non-conforming use which has been abandoned 
or discontinued for more than one year shall not be re-established and 
any future use shall conform with this by-law. 

4. Changes. Once changed to a conforming use, no structure or land 
shall be permitted to revert to a non-conforming use. 

ACCESSORY BUILDINGS 

No accessory building or structure shall be located within the required 
front yard area. No accessory building shall be located in any side yard 
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area nearer to the side lot line than ten feet, or in a rear yard area 
nearer to the rear lot line than ten feet, or nearer to another principal 
or accessory building than ten feet. Accessory buildings are included 
within the maximum per cent of building coverage. 
OPEN SPACE 
The minimum open space required is to be free of all structures, park- 
ing, drives and other uses that preclude space for attractive landscaping. 
In business and manufacturing districts where applicable this minimum 
open space per lot requirement applies specifically to the front yard. 
All landscaped areas, including lawns, trees, shrubs and other plantings 
shall be properly maintained thereafter in a sightly and well kept 
condition. 
OFF STREET PARKING and LOADING REQUIREMENTS 
In any district where permitted, no use of premises shall be authorized 
or extended, and no building or structure shall be erected or enlarged, 
unless there is provided for such extension, erection, or enlargement, 
off-street automobile parking space within three hundred feet of the 
principal building, structure, or use of the premises, in accordance with 
the following minimum specifications. An area of two hundred square 
feet of appropriate dimensions for the parking of an automobile, ex- 
clusive of drives or aisles, shall be considered as one off-street parking 
space. In business, manufacturing and multiple residence zones, this 
space shall be located no closer than ten feet to an adjoining residential 
property. Each outdoor space shall be treated with a surface binder, 
gravel, crushed stones, concrete or black top or similar surfacing. 

1. One (1) space for each family in a dwelling unit. 

2. One (1) space for each sleeping room in a tourist home, boarding 
or lodging house, motel, or hotel. 

3. One (1) space for each two (2) beds in a hospital or sanitarium. 

4. One (1) space for each four (4) beds for other institutions devoted 
to the board, care, or treatment of humans. 

5. One (1) space for each 100 square feet or fraction thereof floor 
area of any retail, wholesale, or service establishment or office or 
professional building. 

6. One (1) space for each two (2) employees and one (1) space for 
three (3) seats, permanent or otherwise, for patron use for res- 
taurants and other places serving food or beverage and for theatres, 
auditoriums, and other places of amusement or assembly. 

7. One (1) space for each two (2) persons employed or anticipated to 
be employed on the largest shift for all types of shops, storage, 
manufacturing, or other permitted uses. 

8. Adequate spaces to accommodate customers, patrons, and employees 
at automobile service stations, drive-in establishments, open-air retail 
businesses and amusements, and other permitted uses not specifically 
enumerated herein. (Frequent parking of such vehicles on a public 
or private street or way adjacent to the premises shall be considered 
evidence of the inadequacy of the off-street parking space provided. ) 

9. Adequate maneuvering and loading facilities shall be provided on the 
premises for both company owned and other freight and delivery 
trucks in both business and manufacturing districts. No storage or 
loading area or accessory uses shall be permitted within the minimum 
side yard when abutting a residential district. 

MINIMUM RESIDENTIAL FLOOR AREA 

No dwelling shall be erected, reconstructed, remodelled or altered so 

that the living space or floor area per dwelling unit shall be less than 

seven hundred and twenty (720) square feet exclusive of porches, steps, 
basement rooms, breezeways or garages. 

REMOVAL OF EARTH PRODUCTS 

The removal from any premises of more than ten (10) cubic yards of 

sod, loam, sand, or gravel in any one year shall be prohibited except 

when incidental to and in connection with the construction of a building 
or street or other activity authorized by this ordinance, provided, how- 
ever, that a use of premises for the excavation or removal of sand and 
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gravel existing at the time of the adoption of this by-law can be con- 
tinued and extended throughout the premises. Opening of new sand 
or gravel pits may be authorized by the Board of Appeals by special 
permit provided such excavations are not harmful or detrimental to 
the neighborhood. The Board of Appeals may impose time limitations 
and may require bonds and a continuation of such special permit may 
be conditioned upon compliance with the regulations to be made and 
amended from time to time. Removal of topsoil other than specifically 
permitted in this by-law is classified as stripping and is prohibited. 
FLOODING 

No lands subject to seasonal or periodic flooding by — freshet or by sur- 
face water during heavy rain in such a manner as to endanger the health 
or safety of the occupants shall be used for residential purposes, unless 
the lands are improved to eliminate flooding. 

SIGNS and SIGN BOARDS 

This by-law is adopted by the Town for the regulation of outdoor ad- 
vertising signs and devices within the Town. 

A. EXISTING SIGNS. Except for such changes, if any, as may be 
required to satisfy the provisions of subsections E. I. (b) and E. 2 (b) 
below, this section shall not require the alteration or removal of any 
sign lawfully existing within the Town on the date on which this section 
becomes operative. Any sign the erection of which has been lawfully 
begun and carried on in good faith before this section becomes operative 
may be completed according to laws and regulations then in force; 
but shall conform hereto as far as practicable without hardship. 

B. DEFINITIONS. As used herein the following words and terms 
shall have the following respective meanings: 

1. Sign — Any word, letter, symbol, drawing, picture, design or 
device, or any combination of one or more of the foregoing, located 
out-of-doors which indentifies or calls attention to any premises, person, 
product, activity or business. 

2. Accessory Sign — Any sign bearing the name of the person or 
business occupying the premises on which the sign is erected or the 
business or activity transacted or products sold therein or advertising 
the property itself or any part thereof as for sale or rent and which 
contains no other advertising matter. ; 

3. Non-accessory Sign — Any sign that does not come within the 
foregoing definition of accessory sign. 

4. Standing Sign — Any sign erected on or affixed to the land 
and not attached to a building. 

5. Residential Area — Any area zoned for residential or agricultural 
purposes under the Zoning By-Laws of the Town as from time to time 
amended. 

6. Business Area — Any area zoned for manufacturing, industry, 
business, commerce or drive-in theatre purposes under the Zoning By- 
Laws of the Town as from time to time amended. 


7. Person — Any one or more individuals, a partnership, an as- 
sociation, a corporation and a business trust. 

8. Business — Any store, office, factory, or other business estab- 
lishment. 


9. Place of Business —-The building or portion of a_ building 
occupied by a business. 

C. SIGNS IN RESIDENTIAL AREAS. In residential areas 
signs shall be limited to the following: An accessory sign or signs not 
exceeding 5 sq. ft. in aggregate area on any one building or lot, or if 
advertising only the sale or rental thereof, not exceeding 10 sq. ft., or 
one or more accessory signs not exceeding 15 sq. ft. in aggregate area on 
the premises of any public building, farm, garden, tree nursery or forest. 
No sign shall be located nearer to a party line than it is lawful to 
maintain a building or be permitted or allowed to project more than 
6 ins. in front of any established front line for buildings. 

D. SIGNS IN BUSINESS AREAS. In business areas only those 
accessory signs complying with the following provisions may be erected. 
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All other accessory, and all non-accessory signs, except as permitted 
under a permit lawfully issued, and remaining in full force and effect, 
by the Outdoor Advertising Authority of the Commonwealth of Massa- 
chusetts, or any board or official succeeding to its Authority, are ex- 
pressly prohibited. 


1. SIZE OF SIGNS 

(a) Affixed Signs. A sign affixed to an exterior wall of a place of 
business may extend up to (but not beyond) the full width of such wall, 
provided such sign is parallel to such wall and does not project more 
than 12 ins. therefrom, and provided its height does not exceed one- 
third of the height of such wall. All other signs affixed to buildings 
shall be not more than 50 sq. ft. in area on each display surface. 

(b) Standing Signs. A standing sign shall be not more than 200 
sq. ft. in area on each display surface. Standing signs shall not rise 
more than 30 ft. above ground level. 


2. LOCATION OF SIGNS 

(a) Affixed Signs. Every affixed sign shall be affixed either to an ex- 
terior wall or to the roof of the place of business which it advertises. No 
sign situated upon a wall shall project any distance beyond the sidelines of 
such wall nor shall it rise above such wall more than 10 ft. or one-third of 
the height of such wall, whichever is less. No sign situated upon or above 
the roof of a place of business shall project beyond the exterior walls 
of such place of business nor shall it rise above the top of such exterior 
walls more than 10 ft. or one-third of the height of any such walls, 
whichever is less. No affixed sign which overhangs a sidewalk shall 
project beyond a line drawn 18 ins. inside the outer boundary of such 
sidewalk. 

(b) Standing Signs. No business shall have more than one sign 
affixed to each exterior wall of its place of business nor shall it have 
more than three signs in all, including standing signs. 

E. RULES OF GENERAL APPLICATION TO ALL AREAS. 
1, ILLUMINATION AND MOTION OF SIGNS. 

(a) Signs any part of which moves or flashes, all signs of the 
travelling light or animated type, and all beacons and flashing devices 
are prohibited. All illumination of signs must be so arranged as to 
prevent glare on to any portion of any public way or into any residential 
area. 

(b) No sign shall be illuminated after 11:00 P.M. or before 8:00 
A.M. on any day, except for signs of businesses which are legally 
carrying on business after 11:00 P.M. or before 8:00 A.M. which may 
be illuminated while said businesses are actually open to receive the 
public, and except for signs of medical doctors at their residences, which 
may be illuminated at any time. 

2. MANNER OF CONSTRUCTION — MAINTENANCE 

(a) Construction. No sign shall be painted or posted directly on 
the exterior surface of any wall or roof. Illuminated signs shall be con- 
structed of non-combustible materials; provided, however, that facings, 
letters, figures, decorations and structural trim thereof may be made of 
approved combustible plastics as defined in accordance with American 
Society for Testing Materials standard methods. 

(b) Maintenance. All signs shall be securely erected or affixed 
and shall be kept safe, neat and clean and in good and safe repair and 
operating condition, to the reasonable satisfaction of the Building In- 
spector. 

(c) Temporary Signs. During construction of a building or 
buildings not more than two temporary signs may be erected on the 
premises where such construction is being carried on, identifying the 
building or buildings under construction and the builder, the intended 
occupant, the contractor and/or the architect of such building or 
buildings. All such signs shall be removed promptly after the completion 
of construction. 

F. ADMINISTRATION. 
1. Application for Permits. Before the erection, removal, altera- 
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tion, enlargement or, except for ordinary maintenance, the repair of 
any sign, permanent or temporary, shall begin, the owner or lessee of 
the premises on which the same is to erected shall file with the Building 
Inspector an application, in duplicate, for a permit, on appropriate 
blanks furnished by the Building Inspector, together with such plans, 
structural detail drawings and specifications as the Inspector may re- 
quire for temporary examination and for permanent record. An applica- 
tion for a permit shall give the full name, residence and business ad- 
dress of the owner of the property, of the lessee, if any, and of any 
authorized representatives to whom any notices may be sent. Each 
application must be accompanied by the written consent of the owner 
of the premises concerned, or his authorized agent. 


2. ISSUE, REFUSAL AND REVOCATION OF PERMITS AND 
GENERAL POWERS OF THE BUILDING INSPECTOR 


The Building Inspector shall within a reasonable time approve 
or reject any application for a sign filed with the Building Inspector 
and, if all requirements of this section and of all other applicable laws, 
by-laws and regulations have been complied with, shall promptly issue 
a permit for the erection and maintenance of such sign. If, however, 
such sign contains any electrical devices the exercise of such permit shall 
be conditioned upon receipt by the applicant of prior written approval 
of such sign from the Town Electric Inspector given after physical 
inspection by him of all electrical devices contained in said sign. All 
of the provisions of Section 1.1.2, as amended, of the building Code of 
the Town having general application to the issue, publication of notice 
of, revocation or refusal of building permits shall apply, to the fullest 
extent reasonably applicable to the issue, publication of notice of, 
revocation or refusal of permits for the erection and maintenance of 
signs. Signs shall be deemed to be structures subject to all applicable 
provisions of Sections 1.1.1, 1.2.2, 1.2.3, and 1.2.4 of said Building Code, 
and to all of the powers thereby granted to the Building Inspector 
with respect to structures. 

3. Appeal and Review. Any person aggrieved by the issue or 
refusal of a permit or approval by the Building or Electric Inspector or 
by a delay of more than two weeks in rendering a decision upon an 
application, may appeal to the Board of Appeals within fifteen days 
after the date of publication of notice of the granting of such permit, of 
the receipt of notice of such refusal, or of the end of said two-week 
period, by filing a written notice of appeal with the Building 
Inspector on a form approved by him. The Building Inspector may 
in writing request the Board of Appeals for a ruling in any case 
wherein he is in doubt as to the true intent or application of any part 
of this section and upon receipt of such request the Board of Appeals 
shall promptly determine the true intent and application of any pro- 
visions of this section in question. 

On receipt of a notice of appeal the Building Inspector shall notify 
the Board of Appeals who, after due notice to the parties concerned, 
shall hold a hearing and shall either affirm, annul or modify the action 
of the Building Inspector appealed from. 

Every decision of the Board of Appeals hereunder shall be in 
writing and shall be signed by the members, or a majority thereof, and 
shall be filed in the office of the Building Inspector and notice thereof 
shall be given by the Board of Appeals to the appellant within ten days 
of the completion of its hearing on his appeal. If the Board modifies or 
annuls any action of the Building Inspector, he shall issue a new permit 
or ruling in conformity with the decision of the Board without delay. 

4. Variances. The Board of Appeals by unanimous vote of the 
entire membership thereof, after due notice and public hearing, upon a 
written petition addressed to the Board, may vary the application of 
this section without, however, making any change in its provisions or 
departing from its substantial intent or purpose, in specific cases wherein 
its strict enforcement would involve unnecessary hardship, and _ shall

vary it so far as necessary in any case to avoid violation of constitutional 
guaranties, but shall not otherwise vary it. The decision on every such 
petition shall be signed by each member of the Board and shall specify 
the variations allowed and the reasons therefor. 

5. Penalty for Violation. In addition to any other remedy 
granted or penalty imposed by law, whoever being in violation of any 
provision of this section shall fail to remedy such violation within five 
days after the receipt of a notice of such violation given by the Building 
Inspector or the Board of Selectmen (or, if such violation cannot 
reasonably be remedied within five days, shall fail within such period 
to begin to remedy the same and thereafter continue diligently until 
such violation is remedied) shall be punished by a fine not exceeding 
ten dollars for each such violation, and each day during which such 
violation shall continue shall be deemed a separate violation. 

6. Severability. The invalidity of any part or provision of this 
section, or of the application hereof to any particular subject matter, 
shall not invalidate any other part or provision hereof or affect the 
application hereof to any other subject matter. 


SECTION VI 


Administration 


ENFORCEMENT 
This by-law shall be enforced by the Building Inspector. No action 
taken under the enforcement powers of this by-law shall be in contradic- 
tion to the provisions of Chapter 40A, General Laws as adopted or 
amended. 
REPETITIVE PETITIONS 
No proposed change in this by-law which has been unfavorably acted 
upon by the Town Meeting shall be considered on its merits by the 
Town Meeting within two years after the date of such unfavorable 
action unless adoption of the proposed change is recommended in the 
final report of the Planning Board. 
BUILDING OR USE PERMIT 
No building shall be constructed or reconstructed and no use of a 
building or land shall be begun or changed without a permit havin 
been issued by the Building Inspector. No such permit shall be issued 
until such construction, alteration, or use, as proposed, shall comply in 
all respects with the provisions of this by-law or with a decision rendered 
by the Board of Appeals. Any application for such a permit shall be 
accompanied by a plan, accurately drawn, showing the actual shape and 
dimensions of the lot to be built upon, the exact location and size of all 
buildings or structures already on the lot, the location of new buildings 
to be constructed, together with the lines within which all buildings or 
structures are to be erected, the existing and intended use of each build- 
ing or structure and such other information as may be necessary to 
provide for the execution and enforcement of this by-law. A record of 
all applications, plans, and permits shall be kept on file by the Building 
Inspector. 
OCCUPANCY PERMITS 
No premises and no building or structure erected, altered, or in any 
way changed as to construction or use, under a permit or otherwise, 
shall be occupied or used without an occupancy permit signed by the 
Building Inspector. Such permit shall not be issued until the premises, 
building, or structure, and its uses and accessory uses comply in all 
respects with this by-law. A record of all applications and occupancy 
permits shall be kept on file by the Building Inspector. 
BOARD OF APPEALS 
The Board of Appeals established under Section 1.2.6 of the Building 
Code shall have the following powers insofar as this Zoning By-law is 
concerned and in addition to those powers set forth in Building Code 
and as defined by the General Laws of Massachusetts: 
1. Appeals. To hear and decide an appeal taken by any person ag- 
grieved by reason of his inability to obtain a permit from any admin- 
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istrative official under the provisions of Chapter 40A, General Laws, 
or by any officer or board of the Town, or by any person aggrieved 
by any order or decision of the Building Inspector or other adminis- 
trative official in violation of any provision of Chapter 40A_ of 
the General Laws, or of this by-law. 

2. Special Permits. To grant a Special Permit for those uses which are 
designated by the letter “A”? as set forth in the “Use Regulations 
Schedule” in Section III hereof and as specified elsewhere in this 
by-law and in issuing any said special permit, the Board of Appeals 
may impose such a safeguard, conditions and limitations pertaining 
to the use in question, as may in the reasonable opinion of the 
members of the Board, be necessary or advisable to prevent such 
permitted use from being either detrimental or injurious to the 
neighborhood or to the value of any property within the neighbor- 
hood or to prevent such permitted use from substantially derogating 
from the purpose of this by-law. 

3. Variances. To authorize upon appeal, or upon petition in cases 
where a particular use is sought for which no permit is required, 
with respect to a particular parcel of land or to an existing building 
thereon, a variance from the terms of this by-law where, owing to 
conditions especially affecting such parcel or such building but not 
affecting generally the zoning district in which it is located, a literal 
enforcement of the provisions of this by-law would involve substantial 
hardship to the appellant, and where desirable relief may be granted 
without substantial detriment to the public good and without nullify- 
ing or substantially derogating from the intent or purpose of this 
by-law, but not otherwise. The Board may impose limitations both 
of time and use and may require bonds, and a continuation of the 
permitted use may be conditioned upon compliance with the regula- 
tions to be made and amended from time to time thereafter. 

The Board of Appeals shall establish procedures and shall conduct its 
hearings and meetings and give proper notice thereof consistent with the 
provisions of Chapter 40A or other provisions of the General Laws and 
of this by-law. The Board of Appeals shall notify the Planning Board 
on all appeals, Special Permits, and variances submitted to said Board 
of Appeal at the time of the first notice of a public hearing for such 
study and report as the Planning Board may deem appropriate. All 
applications for appeals, Special Permits, or variances to the Board shall 
be made in writing on appropriate forms furnished by the Board. The 
Board shall, with the advice and assistance of the Building Inspector, 
maintain and keep up-to-date a map indicating thereon by appropriate 
notations the locations of all actions whether approved or disapproved. 
In all of its deliberations, the Board shall give due consideration to pro- 
moting the public health, safety, convenience, and welfare, encouraging 
the most appropriate use of land, and conserving property values, shall 
permit no building or use injurious, noxious, offensive, or detrimental 
to a neighborhood, and shall, whenever deemed advisable, prescribe ap- 
propriate conditions and safeguards in each case. 

The Board of Appeals shall act on all matters within its jurisdiction 

under this by-law in the manner prescribed by Section twenty-seven A 

of said Chapter and subject always to the rule that due consideration 

shall be given to conserving the public health, safety, convenience, wel- 
fare, and property values. 

PENALTY 

Any person violating any provisions of this by-law, any of the conditions 

under which a permit is issued, or any decision rendered by the Board 

of Appeals, may be fined not more than twenty dollars for each offense. 

Each day that such violation continues shall constitute a separate offense. 

AMENDMENT 
Hearings. It shall be the duty of the Planning Board, upon petition 

signed by the owners of fifty percent in valuation of the property con- 

tained in the area of any entire block, and it may proceed upon its own 
initiative, to appoint and hold a public hearing, of which it shall give 
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at least fifteen days published notice, for the consideration of amendments 
altering the boundaries of any districts established by this by-law, or 
the regulations applied to the same, or proposing the creation of new 
districts. 
This by-law may be amended from time to time in accordance with the 
provisions of Section 6 of Chapter 40A, Massachusetts General Laws. 
Reports. The Planning Board shall report to the Town its recom- 
mendations in regard to any proposed amendments to the By-law that 
that are brought before a Town Meeting for action. 

Sere VALIDITY 

The invalidity of any section or provision of this by-law shall not 
invalidate any other section or provision thereof. 

VI I. REPEAL 

These Zoning By-Laws and the repeal of all Zoning By-Laws heretofore 
in force shall not affect any act done, any right accrued, any penalty 
or liability incurred or any suit, prosecution or proceeding pending at 
the time they take effect. 

VI J. EFFECTIVE DATE 

All Zoning By-Laws heretofore in force shall be repealed and_ these 
Zoning By-Laws shall become effective when the latter are approved and 
published as required by statute. 

Supplemental Report of the Finance Committee dated March 26, 1960. 

Recommendation: Favorable action to amend the Zoning By-Laws as stated 
in the Article except that the following changes should be made: 

(a) In Section II.B.3, change the word “nearest” to “‘center’’. 

(b) In Section III.A.54, change the letter “A” (8 times) to letter “P” 
(also 8 times). 

(c) In the table which comprises Section IV.B, make the following 
changes: 

(1) In the column headed ‘“‘Area” show a small “‘d” alongside 16,000 
for district RM. 
(2) In the column headed ‘Continuous Frontage’, show a small ‘‘e”’ 

alongside the Frontage requirement for District In-I, In-II, and D. 

(3) In the column headed “Continuous Frontage’, show a small ‘‘i” 
alongside the Frontage requirement for District In-I. 

(4) In the column covering side yard dimensions, show a small “h” 
next to the side yard dimension for Districts RG and RM. 

(5) In the column covering rear yard dimensions, show a small ‘“‘g” 
next to the rear yard dimension for Districts RG and RM. 

(6) Underneath the table explain footnote “g’’ as follows: 
‘““o One-half height of building but in no case less than 25 feet.” 

(7) Underneath the table explain footnote “h” as follows: 
“th. One-third height of building but in no case less than 12 feet.” 

(8) Underneath the table explain footnote “1” as follows: 

‘i. Two hundred foot frontage applies to Worcester Street (Route 9).” 

(d) Delete Section V-H-D-2(b) and substitute in its place the following: 
‘““(b) Standing signs. No part of any standing sign shall be located nearer than 
25 feet from the nearest side line of any public way.” 

(e) Add anew Section V-H-D-3 to follow the revised Section V-H-2(b) to 
read as follows: 

**3. Number of Signs. No business shall have more than one sign affixed to each 

exterior wall of its place of business nor shall it have more than three signs in all, 

including standing signs.” 

({) In Section V-H-F-4, change “unnecessary” to ‘“‘substantial’’. 

(g) In Section V-H-F-5, change the fine from “not exceeding ten dollars” 
to “not exceeding twenty dollars.” 

Explanation: This change converts our Zoning By-Law to a clearer and more 
easily understood plan, and provides for more specific statements of the uses permitted 
in each classification. There are no substantial changes from existing Zoning 
By-Law. It also incorporates a clear sign code as recommended by the Sign Code 
Committee. 


The report of the Planning Board was read as follows: 
In accordance with Section 17.2.1 of the Building Code and Zoning By-Laws, 
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the Planning Board, after duly advertising on February 18, 1960 and on February 
25, 1960 in Natick newspapers, held a Public Hearing on March 10, 1960; 
continued to March 14, 1960 and to March 16, 1960; at the Senior High School 
Cafeteria, Natick on the subject matter of Article 73 to amend Section 1.1.2 and 
Section 17 of the Building Code and Zoning By-Laws of the Town of Natick, 
as heretofore amended, substantially as described in this Warrant Article. 


The Zoning By-Laws as presented in Article 73 represent a considerable 
portion of the 1959 Comprehensive Planning work. Herewith is the Economic 
Development Associates, Inc. presentation: 

During the planning studies conducted in recent years and under the Title 
701 planning program of 1959, it became evident that certain revisions and 
adjustments of Natick’s zoning by-law were most needful. 


Amendments to text, variations in describing bounds, absence of a zoning 
map, inclusion as a part of the building code and confusion in describing certain 
uses all combined to call for revision and clarification. 


The proposed new by-law is a practical and realistic approach combining 
Natick’s current practice with simplified form. 


The proposed new by-law is separate from the building code for zoning 
comes under a different act of the General Court than does the building code 
and, while they are both administered by the Building Inspector and are inter- 
related, they are separate by-laws of the Town. Thus it is convenient and logical 
to treat them separately. It must also be observed that the Federal Title 701 
program treats them in such manner and does not consider the building code 
to be properly of planning cognizance. 

The proposed new by-law is simplified in form in order to permit ready 
reference by all concerned. By utilizing a table of uses one may see at a glance 
what uses are permitted, are qualified uses or are denied unless permitted under 
traditional appeal methods. Likewise the density regulations are presented in 
simplified form. In essence these uses and regulations are those in current 
practice in Natick or deemed desirable for orderly growth of the town. 


The proposed zoning map is primarily of three considerations: recognition 
of current uses, connection of ambiguous definitions and compliance with defini- 
tive lines. 

This map when accepted by Town Meeting and the Attorney General’ 
becomes the zoning map of the town. Amendments to it require the map be 
reprinted to reflect such amendments and each such revised map will carry 
a statement that it supersedes all previous maps. On file at the Town Clerk’s 
Office with a true copy in the Planning Board’s office, the map is readily available 
to all concerned for decisive analysis. Additional copies, of course, on a smaller 
scale may be printed annually for sale or other distribution. 


No such map has existed as such in Natick. In consequence, permissive uses 
have been questioned and confusion has existed as was readily appreciated when 
bounds as presently described by text only were traced upon the proposed zoning 
map. 

(1) The Zoning By-Law 1960 is essentially an updating and simplifica- 
tion of the Natick Building Code and Zoning By-Law currently in effect. 

(2) Although related to it, it is apart from the Building Code rather 
than an integral part as heretofore. This separation is desirable as the code 
and the By-Law are permitted under separate acts of the Massachusetts 
Great and General Court. 

(3) The Zoning By-Law 1960 is adapted to the current laws, practices 
and conditions pertaining to Natick. It envisages needs in the foreseeable 
future for the orderly, prosperous and continuing growth of the community. 

(4) Certain sections, such as permitted uses, are set forth in tabular 
form for ready reference and ease of amendment. Relief under these pro- 
visions is not changed from present practice. Certain permitted uses requir- 
ing Special Permits have been clarified as has the method of issuing such 
Special Permits. 


(5) The district designations have been revised reflecting the use. 
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For example, the present GR (general residence district) is now designated 
RG reflecting residential use and the type RM indicates residence, multiple 
ex MR; RSA indicates the old SA; residence single category A and so on. 
“B” districts have been changed to C (commercial) I (central business 
district) II other business locations. M districts which heretofore indicated 
manufacturing but were also confused with the old MR (multi residences ) 
are now designated IN I or II depending upon suitability of light or heavy 
industries generally. 

(6) Another simplification has been made by using a table indicating 
size of lots in the various districts with their setbacks, permitted heights, etc., 
ready reference thus being provided and ambiguity eliminated. 

(7) The Zoning By-Laws 1960 is no major change. It is a moderniza- 
tion of the existing By-Law using a clarified and simplified method of 
presentation. 

(End of E. D. A. presentation ) 

The following changes to this article as printed in the Warrant and in the 
Finance Committee Report are recommended by the Planning Board: 

(a) In Section IJ.B.3, change the word “nearest”? to “center”. 
(b) In Section III.A.54, change the letter “A” (eight times) to letter ‘“‘P” 

(eight times). 

(c) In the table which comprises Section IV.B, make the following changes: 

(1) In the column headed “Area” show small ‘‘d’”’ alongside 16,000 
for RM. 

(2) In the column headed “Continuous Frontage’, show a small ‘‘e”’ 
alongside the Frontage requirement for District In-I, In-II, and D. 

(3) In the column headed “Continuous Frontage’, show a small “i” 
alongside the Frontage requirement for District In-I. 

(4) In the column covering side yard dimensions, show a small ‘‘h” 
next to the side yard dimension for Districts RG and RM. 

(5) In the column covering rear yard dimensions, show a small “‘g”’ 
next to the rear yard dimension for Districts RG and RM. 

(6) Underneath the table explain footnote “g’’ as follows: 

“o One-half height of building but in no case less than 25 feet.” 

(7) Underneath the table explain footnote “h” as follows: 
“th. One-third height of building but in no case less than 12 feet.’ 

(8) Underneath the table explain footnote “1” as follows: 

‘7. Two hundred foot frontage applies to Worcester Street, (Route #9).” 
(d) Delete Section V-H-D-2 (b) and substitute in its place the following: 

““(b) Standing signs. No part of any standing sign shall be located nearer than 

25 feet from the nearest side line of any public way.” 

(e) Add a new Section V-H-D-3 to follow the revised Section V-H-D-2 

(b) to read as follows: 

**3. Number of Signs. No business shall have more than one sign affixed to each 

exterior wall of its place of business nor shall it have more than three signs in 

all, including standing signs.” 

(f{) In Section V-H-F-4, change “unnecessary” to “substantial’’. 

(g) In Section V-H-F-5, change the fine from ‘‘not exceeding ten dollars” 
to “not exceeding twenty dollars’. 

Items (a) through (g) were published in Report of Finance Committee dated 
March 26, 1960. 

The Items following are subsequent recommendations by the Planning Board: 

(h) Delete Section II-B-6 in its entirety. 

Explanation: The words “‘less restricted district’? which appear in the original 
Warrant Article No. 73 of this Town Meeting are open to question under Single 
Purpose Zoning; previously adopted by the Town of Natick. 

(1) In Section VI-E in the last paragraph delete the words “Section twenty- 
seven A of”. 

Explanation: Reference to twenty-seven A is a typographical error. Twenty- 
seven A does not exist. It is also pointed out that the General Court has, from time to 
time, changed Section Numbers but has not changed Chapter Numbers. 

No specific opposition was presented at the Planning Board Public Hearing. 
There were a number of questions seeking clarification of some details and the answers 
by the Planning Board and by Mr. Preston of E. D. A. seemed to resolve all inquiries. 
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The Planning Board recommends favorable action on Article 73 by substitute 
motion, said substitute motion differing from the article as described in this warrant 
only to the extent of incorporating changes designated (a) through (i), as enumerated 
above.

In compliance with Section 61, Chapter 41, General Laws, I submit 
herewith the annual report of the Accounting Department for the year 
ended December 31, 1960. 

All invoices and payrolls presented during the year by the Town De- 
partments have been examined both for their accuracy and legal require- 
ments before being submitted to the Treasurer for payment. The payments, 
which were presented on 182 Treasury Warrants, amounted to $9,589,293.33 
for which the Treasury Department issued 50,251 checks. 

The Treasurer’s cash has been audited and found to be in order. The 
total receipts during 1960 totaled $9,111,338.53. The cash balance on hand 
December 31, 1960 is $862,430.85 plus invested cash of $248,492.50 for a 
total of $1,110,923.35 and is a decrease of $229,462.30 from the balance on 
hand at the end of 1959. 

Monthly notices of appropriation condition were forwarded on State 
approved forms to all Town officers, committees, and boards charged with 
the expenditure of Town funds. At the time of this report no bills remaining 
unpaid for 1960 have been submitted to the Town Accountant. 

Upon the close of the financial year, statements were compiled in 
tabulated form showing the amounts appropriated throughout the year 
and the amounts expended from each appropriation for the year 1960 and 
the estimates for the year 1961, and copies were forwarded to the Finance 
Committee. ; 

Again this year and for the 20th consecutive year the departments, 
collectively, have turned back substantial unexpended appropriation bal- 
ances, from their operating budgets. The unexpended appropriation bal- 
ances, exclusive of Sewer and Water, returned to the 1960 Revenue Account 
amounted to $139,206.89. 

As required by law, under Section 54-A, Chapter 41, General Laws, 
notice was given to the Assessors of the total 1960 receipts except from 
taxes, loans, trust funds, federal grants and revolving funds, and the source 
of such receipts was specified. The actual collection in this group of receipts 
was $346,095.60 higher than the estimate used by the Assessors in deter- 
mining the 1960 tax rate. This excess was due primarily to a large distribu- 
tion of State Income Tax, an increase in our School Aid Construction under 
Chapter 645, Acts of 1948, an increase in our charities and Old Age As- 
sistance and other miscellaneous receipts. 

The following recommendations are made: a) That 1961 authorized 
borrowing should not be in excess of our 1961 debt payments of $553,400.00, 
so that we may keep our debt from rising. b) That all copies of contracts be 
filed with the Town Accountant within ten days of signature. c) That all 
departments submit all bills promptly for payment. d) That all departments 
complete the purchasing of outlays and all major items by November Ist 
and that all purchasing of miscellaneous departmental supplies and materials 
be completed by December Ist; therefore, by accomplishing this, the result 
would be for a more even flow of receiving and processing invoices over 
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the latter part of the year and would help to relieve the additional work 
loads that the offices of the Town Treasurer and Town Accountant are, 
jointly, forced to face.
